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Army and Navy Journal Opens Fight for Repeal 


of Elimination Act 
By Brigadier General Henry J. Reilly, O.R.C. 


HE ArMY AND Navy JOURNAL, be- 

i lieving the Army to have suffered 

the most serious blow in its history 
te its morale, has instituted a campaign 
for repeal of the vicious legislation which 
is responsible. 

The blow struck is vicious, first, be- 
cause it is unjust to large numbers of hon- 
orable men who entered the service of 
their country believing that in return for 
giving up the possibilities of financial re- 
ward inherent to civil life they were as- 
sured a career, which in return for devo- 
tion and attention to duty gave them re- 
tirement with a reasonable income when 
no longer fit for active work. Second, the 
blow is one which affects the country as 
a whole because it tends to undermine the 
morale of the Regular Army at a time 
when, due to social unrest caused by the 
difficulty of readjustment after the war, 
there are many disturbances which the 
communist element in this country, backed 
up by foreign propaganda and foreign 
funds, is trying to take advantage of with 
the ultimate intent of changing our pres- 
ent form of government. It is a vicious 
blow, thirdly, because it tends to prevent 
the carrying into effect the provisions of 
the National Defense act, the first mili- 
tury policy the United States has ever 
possessed, and a policy which, through its 
democracy, cannot be objected to by any 
real American, and which, through its 
economy, cannot add to the burdens of the 
business world at the present time. 


Warning is Broadcast.

Letter to Congressmen. 


Believing that the average Congress- 
man, wnen aroused to the vicious results 
emanating from the act of June 30, will 
be anxious to undo the harm done before 
too late, and believing that those who are 
not willing to do so should be known, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL has started to 
take a poll of the Representatives and 
Senators. 

In this connection the following letter 
is being sent to the home of every Repre- 
sentative and every Senator. and also to 
his office: 

DEAR Sir: 

The act of June 30, 1922, known as 
the Army Appropriation act, is ruin- 
ing the United States Army. 

Above all, it is doing so at a time 
when the country is upset by a series 
of strikes which the communist ele- 
ment in the country is trying to use 
to bring about serious disorder. 


There never was a time when the 
business of the country was more in 
need of the assurance of stability. 

The act of June 30, by creating the 
necessity of eliminating a total of 1,349 
officers from the Regular Army, has 
destroyed the morale of this force. 
Older officers, after long service with 
numerous campaigns to their credit, 
find themselves retired in lower grades 
than otherwise would have been the 
case, 

This means that they and their 
families have to exist on a much 
smaller income for the rest of their 
lives than would have been the case 
had they been allowed to complete 
their service. 

While the retired officer gets three- 
quarters of his pay, all his allowances, 
such as a house to live in, heat, light, 
etc., cease upon retirement, with the 
result that if he retires short of the 
highest grades he has difficulty in 
maintaining himself and his family 
properly. 

Greater than the injustice done the 
older officers is the fact that the 
younger ones, and also the young 
men in civil life who may be contem- 
plating entering the Service, see that 
the one guarantee always held out to 
an officer is no longer valid. 

In exchange for the possibilities of 
success offered by civil life the Gov- 
ernment has always pointed to the 
security in tenure of office as long as 
well-behaved and efficient with ulti- 
mate retirement at a grade such that 
the pay would enable the officer to 
live decently for the remaining years 
of his life. 

If the morale of the officer corps is 
shattered, and at present it is, so will 
be that of the Army, and an Army 
without proper morale is an ineffec- 
tive instrument. 

As shown by the Congressional 
Record of June 23, 1922, Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie of Illinois explained to the 
House that the bill was extremely 
technical, and requested Mr. Anthony 
to make a statement so that the 
a could act intelligently on the 
bill. 


In reply, Mr. Anthony declared that 
the bill would make a reduction of 
about 600 officers in the line of the 
Army. The General Staff of the War 
Department, after a careful study of 
the provisions of the law, has discov- 
ered that the actual reductions inthe | 
line of the Army would amount to 
1,349 officers. These facts have been 
submitted by General Pershing in a 
letter to the chairman of the House 
Committee on Appropriations, and 
have been set forth in War Depart- 
ment Circular 152. 

Do you favor prompt action by 
Congress to correct this state of af- 
fairs before it is too late? 

A prompt and frank reply te this 
letter will be appreciated, I am sure.. 
not only by the Regular Army, but 
also by the National Guard and the 
various Reserve forces in the coun- 
try, all now part of the Army of the 
United States of America. 


Copies are being sent to the. principal 
uewspapers in every Senator’s and Repre- 
sentative’s home town. 

Copies of the editorial mentioned above 
and the letter addressed to the Represen- 
tatives and Senators are being sent to al3 
commanding officers of National Guard 
regiments. 

The press of the country is generally 
opposed to the drastic reduction in the 
number of line officers in the Army. 

The public generally is opposed to it 

The National Guard is opposed to it. . 

The Organized Reserves are opposed 
to it. 

The time seems propitious to have the 
officer elimination provisions of the Army 
Appropriation act repealed. 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL is pre- 
pared to take every step which any of its 
readers can think of to help bring about 
the repeal of this vicious legislation. 

All communications will be considered 
as strictly confidential. 





In the event that Congress should en- 
act any legislation for the relief of the 
Army from the effects of the personnel 
provisions of the act of June 30, 1922, the 
orders separating officers from the Ser- 
vice could be canceled. This would re- 
store to their former status officers who 
were eliminated, discharged or retired un- 
der the act. 

There is no doubt that the War Depart- 
ment has this in mind. All the orders 
resulting from the act are being issued in 
confidence to the officers affected. They 
are not being. published in the Special 
Orders which are issued from the War 
Department and printed from week to 
week in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
If there should be such a development no 
one except the members of the Dickman 
board and The Adjutant General would 
know that it was planned to separate cer- 
tain officers from the Service under the 
reduction now in progress. 

Under the policy of the War Depart- 
ment, officers who are to be separated 
from the Service, if no relief comes from 
Congress, are being given from one to 
two months’ leave of absence. They are 
permitted to designate the post from 
which they are to leave the Service. All 
of this is confidential, no one aside from 
the officers affected being advised of the 
action of the Dickman board. The War 
Department is going the limit in an effort 
to relieve from any embarrassment those 
who may be separated from the Service 
in the reduction. In view of the prospects 
of some legislation by which the War De-

partment would be authorized to cancel 
their orders it is deemed of the highest 
importance that the action of the Dick- 
man board in individual cases be kept in 
the strictest confidence. The hope is ex- 
pressed at the War Department that the 
officers affected will treat their orders as 
confidential until Congress has refused to 
consider amendments to the existing law. 


Campaign Against General Staff. 


The letter from General Pershing to 
Chairman Madden of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, showing that the 
House voted for the conference report on 
the act of June 80, 1922, without full 
knowledge of the reduction in the number 
of officers that will be required, no doubt 
will result in an attack upon the Chief of 
Staff and the General Staff by Congress. 
The issue will probably not be fairly met, 
but for one thing or another the General 
Staff will probably be subjected to a gen- 
eral campaign of criticism in the debates 
on Army legislation. These are always 
the tactics that are employed on Capitol 
Hill when the military and naval authori- 
ties tell the truth with regard to the de- 
fenses of the country. 

Admiral Coontz, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, in his hearings before both the Sen- 
ate and House committees, spoke plainly 
on the needs of the Navy. He refused to 
compromise or approve in any way the 
various schemes, some of them insidious 
in character, for the reduction of the 
strength of the Navy. At times he was 


quite emphatic in his declarations as to 
the needs of the Navy. 


Admiral Coontz Attacked. 


As a consequence, Admiral Coontz was 
subjected to a most brutal attack from 
Chairman Madden of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations. Chairman Mad- 
den, it will be remembered, declared that 
Admiral Coontz and the Navy Department 
had created an unlawful deficit in the ap- 
propriations for fuel for the Navy. At 
least, this was the effect of the statements 
which were given out from the Appropria- 
tions Committee, although in course of the 
printed hearings it appears that the Navy 
Department is authorized to create a rea- 
sonable deficit in the appropriations for 
fuel. It is now the policy of the Navy 
Department not to create such deficits, 
but it has the authority to do so if the 
Secretary of the Navy should decide that 
the situation demanded it. 

But the little Navy clique on Capitol 
Hill has not confined its efforts to this sin- 
gle attack on Admiral Coontz. If you 
make inquiry around the Capitol you will 
soon come in contact with this insidious 
propaganda against Admiral Coontz. Noth- 
ing of a definite nature detrimental) 1» Ad- 
miral Coontz’s reputation or ability as a 
naval officer is charged against him. It is 
all by insinuation and inuendo. 

A studious effort is made to create the 
impression that Admiral Coontz does not 
use the diplomacy that he should in hand- 
ling Congress. But the red] reason is that 
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he is unyielding in his recommendations 


for the maintenance of the Navy. Any 
other officer who took the same position 
that Admiral Coontz does would be called 


upon to deal with the same insidious prop- 
aganda. The Navy should love Admiral. 
Coontz for the character of opposition that 
he is compelled to meet on Capitol Hill. 


General Pershing Marked for Attack. 


General Pershing, when he submitted 
what is popularly known as the “Pershing 
bill,” became extremely popular in cer- 
tain quarters on Capitol Hill. He pro- 
posed to Congress a minimum strength for 
the Regular Army and appropriations Fa 
the National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves. For this the pacifists on Capitol 
Hill said “Thank you,” and proceceded to 
make further reductions. As brought out 
in General Pershing’s letter to Chairman 
Madden, they made greater reductions 
than were claimed by Mr. Anthony when 
he submitted the conference report. 

The result will eventually be the same 
as in the case of Admiral Coontz. Already 
the oppenents of the Army on Capitol Hill 
are gathering material for a general on- 
slaught on the General Staff. This is sake 
an indirect way of attacking General Per- 
shing, and, as far as that is concerned, the 
entire Army. 

What concerns the Secretary of War 
now is the insidious propaganda that is 
being conducted to discredit the General 
Staff. Any effort in this direction can

J. C. Cunningham, U.S.N., 
stood two in engineering in the Destroyer 
Class for the year 1921-22. The William- 
son also showed the greatest improvement 
in her score over that of the past year. 
Tetters of recognition will be addressed 
to Lieutenant Commander Cunningham, 
and also to one additional officer of the 
Williamson nominated by her C.O. as hav- 
ing contributed most to the success of the 
ship. Members of her engineering force 
will wear the Navy “E” and receive a 
prize of $5 per man. 

The U.S.S. Preble, commanded by Lieut. 
Comdr. D. B. Downer, U.S.N., stood three 
in engineering and the members of the en- 
gineering force will wear the Navy “EF.” 
Letters of recognition will be addressed 
to Lieutenant Commander Downer. and 
also to one additional officer of the Preble 
nominated by him as having ccontributed 
most to the success of the ship. 

The U.S.S. Melvin in the Destroyer 
Class has been awarded the battle effi- 
ciency pennant for the year 1921-22, hav- 
ing attained the highest combined merit in 
both gunnery and engineering exercises. 
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The Melvin was commanded throughout 
the year by Lieut. Comdr. H. R. Bogush, 
and this officer will be commended by the 
Vresident of the United States. 

In the battle efficiency competition the 
U.S.S. Sumner stood two, and the U.S.S. 
Sloat three. These vessels were com- 
manded by Lieut. Comdr. D. B. Beary, on 
the Sumner, and Lieut. Comdr. R. G. Co- 
man and Lieut. Comdr. L. Hancock, re- 
spectively, on the Sloat. 

The U.S.S. Asheville attained the high- 
est merit in engineering for the year 1921-

SHORTAGE OF FUNDS 
HANDICAPS AIR SERVICE. 

The drastic cut in the transportation 
for the Army has been severely felt by the 
Air Service Technical School, Chanute 
Field, Rantoul, Ill. The consolidation of 
the Air Service trade schools at this field 
has made it possible for the school to grad- 
uate about twenty-five students each week, 
and as units in the field appeal to the 
Chief of Air Service for men skilled in 
certain lines of Air Service work these 
graduates are selected for their particular 
fitness and sent to the units in need of 
their services. 

For the last three weeks, however, the 
lack of transportation funds has made it 
impossible for any of the graduates to be 
sent to their permanent station and there 
are about seventy-five men awaiting or- 
ders to be sent to units in the field. There 
are approximately 450 men in training at 
the school, and in all about twenty differ- 
ent trades are included in the course of 
instruction. 


Washington Letter 
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only result in undermining the influence 
of the War Department in securing legis- 
lation for the Army as a whole. The Gen- 
eral Staff needs the support of the bureaus 
of the War Department. It needs the sup- 
port of the National Guard and of the 
Organized Reserve. It was the General 
Staff which really submitted the proposi- 
tion which was finally enacted into law 
which brought forth the Army of the 
United States. Practically every pro- 
gressive provision in the act of 1920 origi- 
nated in the General Staff, and the Gen- 
eral Staff should have the support of the 
entire military establishment in its effort 
to secure legislation which will make pos- 
sible a real Army of the United States. 


Hitch in Navy Nominations. 


Just when it was assumed that all of 
the naval personnel questions were settled, 
at least until the next regular session of 
Congress, Senator Newberry of Michigan 
brought forth the suggestion that the four 
per cent. ratio for officers is based upon 
the actual instead of the authorized en- 
listed strength of the Navy. The Senator 
did this in the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs in connection with the confirma- 
tion of three captains that were recom- 
mended for promotion to rear admiral. 

In course of the debates and the hear- 
ings before the committee, Chairman But- 
ler of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs and Chairman Kelley of the Navy 
Department Sub-committee on Appropria- 
tions declared that it would be necessary 
to secure special legislation to make the 
same reduction in officers that has been 
made in men. Senator Newberry has 
taken the other side of the question, and 
there is at least a temporary hold-up in 
the Navy nominations. He has asked for 
a world of detail as to the assignment and 
duties of officers. The Senator is trying 
to hark back to the days when he was 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy before 
there were so many submarines and other 
smaller vessels which take such a large 
percentage of officers. From time to time 
the Navy Department has submitted data 
to show that the battleship is about the 
only type of vessel that calls for a four 
per cent. ratio of officers. On the larger 
battleships this per cent. is slightly in ex- 
cess of the need of officers. In the smaller 
vessels in the Navy the requirements run 
up to above six per cent. 

It is believed that when Senator New- 
berry has had an opportunity to make a 
eareful study of the changes that have 
taken place in the Navy which demand a 
larger percentage of officers he will with- 
draw his opposition to the nomination and 
become a convert to the theory that four 
per cent. under the present composition 
of the fleet is really too small if it be fully 
officered.

System Between Artillery and Infantry

of providing an efficient means of liaison 
between the Infantry and its supporting 
Artillery in combat. During the recent 
war a number of means were employed.

question by all,people in military service, 
the AMERICAN ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
will buy the best story on this subject for 
$100, ‘the second best for $50, the third 
best for $25 and the fourth best for $16.

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Pay of Retired Enlisted 
Men Who Were Of f cers 


The opinion advanced by the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL early in June, that those 
retired enlisted men who, by reason of 
their having held temporary war-time com- 
missions, are receiving retired warrant 
officers’ pay would not be excluded from 
benefits of the Pay bill of June 10, is 
borne out by a decision of the Comp- 
troller General in a letter of Aug. 8 to 
the Secretary of War, as printed below, 
the decision being that if the new rate of 
retired pay of the man’s enlisted grade is 
greater than the old retired rate for a war- 
rant officer, the retired enlisted man will 
receive the new retired pay of his en- 
listed grade. 

The Honorable 
The Secretary of War. 

Sir: 

I have your letter of June 29, 1922, re- 
questing decision as to retired pay after June 
30, 1922, of those retired enlisted men of the 
Army who served as temporary commissioned 
officers during the World War and under the 
provisions of the act of June 4, 1920, 41 Stat., 
786, “shall receive the retired pay and allow- 
ances of warrant officers on the retired list, as 
provided in this act.” 

The inquiry has relation to the provisions of 
the act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat., ——, which, 
in See. 9, directs: 

“On and after July 1, 1922, retired enlisted 
men of the Army and Marine Corps shall have 
their retired pay computed as now authorized 
by law on the basis of pay provided in this 
act.” 

And also to the provisions of Sec. 1 of said 
act, which provides: 

“Nothing contained in the first sentence of 
See. 17 or any other section of this act shall 
authorize an increase in the pay of officers 
or warrant officers on the retired list on June 
30, 1922.” 

The act of June 4, 1920, cited, gave the 
retired therein referred to a 
special retired pay, to wit: that of retired 
warrant officers, but did not give them the 
status of such warrant officers. Their status 
was and continued to be that of retired en- 
listed men. The act of June 4, 1920, cited, 
relating wholly to the retired pay of the men 
and not changing their status it would follow 
that what might thereafter raise a distinction 
between warrant officers would necessarily 
leave these retired enlisted men related to the 
pay of the warrant officers which maintained 
June 4, 1920, if that remained undisturbed 
unless new enactment thereinafter specially 
embraced the retired enlisted men within the 
new provisions. The retired enlisted men here 
concerned were not expressly included in any 


provisions of the act of June 10, 1922, re- 
lating to warrant officers. In so far then as 


enlisted men 


such provisions would be concerned, these 
retired enlisted men would remain as they 
were before unless the provisions of Sec. 9, 


which specifically direct that retired enlisted 
men shall have their retired pay computed as 
now authorized by law, is to be taken as 
rendering nugatory the provisions of the act 
of June 4, 1920. 

I think whatever questions arise must arise 
with relation to the cited provision of the act 
of June 4, 1920, and the said Sec. 9. If the 
retired pay of these retired enlisted men in 
its relation to that of retired warrant officers 
is greater than that which would be received 
by these retired enlisted men under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 9 of the act of June 10, 1922, 
as retired enlisted men, then they are entitled 
to be paid, as heretofore, the retired pay of 
retired warrant officers in effect June 4, 1920; 
otherwise they are entitled to be paid after 
June 30, 1922, retired pay of retired enlisted 
men as provided by the act of June 10, 1922. 
The intent of the act of June 4, 1920, was to 
give these men higher retired pay than the 
ordinary retired pay of enlisted men at that 
time, and the enactment should not be con- 
sidered as so conclusive that if the ordinary 
retired pay is thereafter made higher than the 
pay under the act of June 4, 1920, these 
men must be excluded from the higher pay 
given the retired enlisted men generally. To 
that extent the two enactments appear con- 
flicting. Respectfully,

All Retired Officers 
in One Organization 


At a luncheon meeting of the members 
of the Retired Officers’ Association resid- 
ing in the vicinity of San Francisco, held 
on July 21 at the San Francisco Commer- 
cial Club, there were presented and dis- 
eussed a proposed new constitution and 
by-laws for the association, which were 
unanimously adopted. T'wo principal 
changes are made in the original consti- 
tution: First, the name of the organiza- 
tion is changed to “The Retired Officers’ 
Association,” and officers retired from the 
Navy and from the Marine Corps are made 
eligible for membership; and second, the 
new constitution provides for the forma- 
tion of local posts for the promotion of 
social intercourse in any community where 
there are sufficient retired officers to ren- 
der such action desirable. 

The general purposes of the association 
are set forth in the preamble, and in a 
true spirit of patriotism its efforts will 
be directed to aiding the War and Navy 
Departments to maintain an_ effective 
active Army. Navy and Marine Corps, 
while at the same time protecting the in- 
terests of the retired officers, considered 
as an integral part of the three Services, 
and one on which the contentment and 
stability of the active Services largely de- 
pend. 

The constitution and by-laws, as adopt- 
ed on July 21, appear below: 





THE RETIRED OFFICERS’ ASSOCIATION, 
CONSTITUTION. 


Preamble. 


We, the retired officers of the U.S. Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, believing that, in the 
fair adjustment of all matters pertaining to 
the commissioned personnel of our respective 
Services, we should be considered and treated 
as an integral part of same, and that, recip- 
rocally, where the good of the Services and 
of the nation is at stake we should lend all 
possible assistance; and believing further that 
the foregoing ends can best be attained and 
maintained through co-operative effort, we do 
hereby agree to associate ourselves together, 
in the Retired Officers’ Association, and do 
adopt for that purpose the following consti- 
tution: 


Article I. Name. 


The name of this organization shall be the 
Retired Officers’ Association. 


Article II, Membership. 


_ Sec. 1. Any retired officer of the Army, 
Navy or Marine Corps, whose name is borne 
in the latest official register or list of officers 
of his Service, may become a member of this 
Association upon written application and pay- 
ment of dues prescribed in the by-laws. 

Sec. 2. Honorary Members, Former com- 
missioned officers of any of the above Services, 
who left the Service in good standing, as well 
as civilians who have manifested a friendly 
interest towards the Services, may, upon writ- 
ten recommendation of a member to the na- 
tional secretary, be admitted to honorary 
membership in the Association. No fees or 
dues shall be assessed honorary members, and 
they will not be entitled to hold office or to 
vote in the Association, but shall in all other 
respects share equally with other members in 
the privileges of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Separation from Membership. A 
member may at any time terminate his con- 
nection with the Association by sending in his 
resignation to, the national secretary. Delin- 
quency of more than one year in payment of 
annual dues shall terminate membership in the 
Association; but reinstatement in the Associa- 
tion may be made by the national executive 
board upon written application of the delin- 
quent member to the national secretary, en- 
closing all delinquent dues. 


Article III. 


Sec. 1. The national organization shall trans- 
act all its business through the national ex- 
ecutive board, to consist of five members re- 
siding in the same locality, who shall be 
elected by ballot yearly, and of whom, if 
practicable, two shall belong to the Army, two 
to the Navy and one to the Marine Corps. 
The new board at its first meeting shall elect 
from its members a president and a secretary- 
treasurer, who shall perform the duties cus- 
tomarily pertaining to saia offices. 

Sec. 2. Duties of National Executive Board. 
The national executive board shall determine 
the policy of the Association; shall enact and 
amend by-laws for the operation of the Asso- 
ciation; shall receive and disburse dues and 
other contributions for the good of the Asso- 
ciation; shall keep its members informed of 
important matters pertaining to their welfare; 
and shall adjudicate and determine all ques- 
tions and controversies referred to it by local 
posts or by individual members of the Asso- 
ciation. The board shall meet on call of the 
president; each member (including the presi- 
dent) shall have one vote; three members 
Present at a regularly called meeting shall 
constitute a quorum. Whenever requested in 
writing by two of its members, the president 
shall call a meeting of the board. 

Sec. 3. Organization of Local Posts. When- 
ever sufficient members of the Association re- 
side in the same locality, a local post may be 
organized for social intercourse and promotion 
of the Association’s purposes. The officers 
concerned, at a meeting, shall organize, select 
a suitable name for the post, adopt a consti- 
tution and by-laws in harmony with the con- 
stitution and by-laws of the national organi- 
zation, elect officers and apply to the national 
secretary for a charter. Funds necessary for 
the operation of the local post shall be col- 
lected and disbursed independent of the na- 
tional organization. Extracts of minutes from 
important meetings shall be forwarded to the 
national secretary for the information of the 
national executive board. Recommendations as 
to matters of policy may be freely made to 
the national executive board, by whom they 
shall be given prompt and careful considera- 
tion; but no local post shall initiate any 


Organization. 


measure involving a new policy, or change in 
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former policy, without first securing the ap- 
proval of the national executive board. 


Article IV. Amendments. 


Amendments to this constitution may be 
proposed by any local post, by the petition of 
any ten members, in writing, forwarded to the 
national secretary, or by vote of the national 
executive board. Notice of such proposed 
amendment shall be duly published in a Ser- 
vice periodical of wide circulation, and a post- 
card canvass of the members shall be made 
by the national secretary, in which shall be 
named a definite date upon which the polls 
shall be closed. A _ three-fourths affirmative 
vote by members voting shall be necessary to 
insure the adoption of an amendment. 


Article VI. Temporary Organization. 


During the remainder of the calendar year 
1922 the executive board and officers of the 
Retired Army Officers’ Association shall con- 
tinue to function as the national executive 
board and national officers, respectively, of 
the Retired Officers’ Association, which shall 
supersede the first named organization. 





BY-LAWS. 
Article I. Election of Officers. 


Sec. 1. On or about Sept. 1 the president of 
the Association shall appoint a ‘‘nominating 
committee’’ to select nominees for the national 
executive board for the ensuing calendar year. 
At least four tickets, each composed of candi- 
dates residing in the same locality, will be 
nominated. Upon receipt of the report of this 
committee the national secretary will mail a 
ballot to each member of the Association. The 
polls will be closed as of Nov. 30, and on 
Dec. 1 (or as soon thereafter as practicable) 
the national executive board will canvass the 
ballots and announce the result. The newly 
elected national executive board will, as soon 
as practicable, proceed to organize and elect 
its officers, and will take office on Jan. 1. 

Sec. 2. Filling of Vacancies. Vacancies 
caused by resignation or death of members of 
the national executive board shall, for the 
balance of the term, be filled by the national 
executive board. 


Article II. Representative Committee. 


The national executive board, at one of its 
first meetings, shall appoint a representative 
committee of not to exceed five members re- 
siding in or near Washington, D.C., whose 
duty it shall be to look after the interests of 
the Association in the National Oapital, and 
to keep the national executive board informed 
of matters affecting the welfare of retired 
officers and enlisted men. 


Article III. Finance. 


In order to cover the cost of postage and 
other necessary expenses each member of the 
Association shall contribute to the national 
treasurer a yearly due of $3, payable upon 
joining, and thereafter upon each Jan. 1. In 
case of urgent necessity additional dues, not 
to exceed $1 per member, may be assessed by 
the national executive board. The national 
treasurer shall keep an exact book account of 
all receipts and disbursements, which shall, 
from time to time, be audited by the national 
executive board; and on the completion of the 
calendar year a concise financial report shall 
be prepared by the national treasurer, ap- 
proved by the national president, and be pub- 
lished for the information of the members of 
the Association. 


Article IV. Publicity. 

Sec. 1. The national executive board shall 
select one or more Service periodicals of wide 
circulation and arrange therein for publication 
of matter of information and interest to mem- 
bers of the Association. In addition, it shall 
endeavor, by timely articles in the press, to 
disseminate correct information regarding mili- 
tary matters and policies in general, and in 
particular regarding the status of the officers 
and men on the retired list. For this purpose 
the national secretary will act as the Associa- 
tion’s national publicity officer. 

Sec. 2. Each local post shall also appoint a 
publicity officer to carry out for the post the 
policy outlined in Sec. 1. A copy of news- 
paper clippings and other matter deemed of 
value will be promptly forwarded by post pub- 
licity officers to the national publicity officer. 

Brig. Gen. John P. Wisser, U.S.A., re- 
tired, president of the Retired Officers’ 
Association, in a letter to this paper, says: 

“The retired officers not already mem- 
bers are cordially invited to join us in 
our efforts to take intelligent and concert- 
ed action, and all members are requested 
to take an active interest in securmg new 
members and in organizing local posts. It 
is good for us to get together occasionally 
and to meet our brother officers. Applica- 
tion for membership should be sent, enclos- 
ing first year’s dues of $3, to the seerc- 
tary-treasurer of the association, Col.

NATIONAL GUARD RIFLE TEAMS 
TO FIRE IN NATIONAL MATCHES. 


The question of whether National Guard 
rifle teams would participate in the Na- 
tional Matches at Camp Perry in Septem- 
ber was put squarely before the Guard 
authorities by Maj. Gen. George C. Rick- 
ards, Chief of the Militia Bureau of the 
War Department. The Militia Bureau 
recently sent out instructions to the vari- 
ous state governors that if they could ef- 
fect a saving out of their encampment 
funds which would cover the expenses of 
sending a team to the National Matches 
the Militia Bureau would not object to 
National Guard teams being sent to Camp 
Perry. 

Up to the time the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL went to press the following state 
organizations had signified their intention 
of being represented at the national shoot:

ARMY INFANTRY RIFLE 
AND PISTOL TEAMS. 


The Army Infantry rifle and pistol teams 
in practice at Fort Niagara, N.Y., for the 
National Matches to be held at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, in September, are busily en- 
gaged in practice. The interteam con- 
tests arranged by the team coach and cap- 
tain are giving an approximation of a real 
match and the candidates themselves are 
showing the best of spirit. 

It seems probable that when the teams 
enter the Camp Perry matches there will 
be some changes from the lists previously 
announced, both in the rifle and pistol 
teams. As several shooters who did not 
place in the first ten or the first five re- 
spectively are now showing a consistent 
form which will warrant shifts and sub- 
stitutions on the present first teams. There 
is every indication that camp at Fort 
Niagara will be broken about Aug. 23, and 
the teams will depart for Camp Perry. 


REGRADING OF RETIRED MEN 
APPEALED TO COMPTROLLER. 

The office Chief of Finance has this 
week been engaged in preparing a memo- 
randum to the Comptroller General, rela- 
tive to an appeal to the latter regarding 
the regrading of certain enlisted men on 
the retired list. It is well known that 
the Service was not satisfied with the re- 
grading schedule which the Comptroller 
General approved. 

The communication, which will prob- 
ably reach the Comptroller General the 
latter part of this week, asks him to recon- 
sider the placing of post commissary ser- 
geants, post quartermaster sergeants and 
post ordnance sergeants in the second 


grade, and suggests that by their rank and 
service they should have been placed in 
the first grade. 

The schedule placed battalion supply 
sergeants (Engineers) in the third grade 


and the Finance Department appeals 
iat these men be restored to the second 
grade. 


By his decision the Comptroller Gen- 
eral placed the following men in the sixth 
and seventh grades: Musicians, first 
class, Military Academy band; steward, 
Mine Planter Service; saddler sergeant; 
musician, first class, all services; firemen, 
Coast Artillery; horseshoer, all services; 
cook, all services; general service clerk; 
mechanic, Coast Artillery; artificer of 
vuther services; saddler of all services and 
farrier, Medical Department. 

The Comptroller General in his regrad- 
ing process completely omitted master 
gunners, C.A.C., and it is hoped that this 
class of men will be placed in the first 
grade. 

The authors of the appeal make the 
argument that the relative position held 
by these men among other men during 
their years of active service justly war- 
rants their being placed in their proper 
grade, befitting the years of faithful ser- 
vice they rendered to the country. 

Under the old table post commissary, 
post quartermaster and post ordnance 
sergeants were a grade higher than regi- 
mental commissary and regimental quar- 
termaster sergeants, while in the recent 
decision handed down by the Comptroller 
General the former pre placed in Grade 
2 and the latier were placed in Grade 1. 
Why this change was made is not known, 
but it is heped that the Comptroller Gen- 
eral will give every consideration to the 
appeal and take speedy action to remedy 
the ‘situation. 

INFANTRY SCHOOL RESTRICTED 
BY SHORTAGE OF FUNDS. 


The number of officer students for the 
next term at the Infantry School, origi- 
nally set at 450, has been cut by the Chief 
of Infantry to 370, on account of a short- 
age in transportation- appropriations. 
There is a probability that this cut of 
eighty men may be further increased.

On the other hand, all of 
the enlisted men that he has heard from 
are enthusiastic for his bill. 





COAST ARTILLERY OFFICERS 
DETAILED TO COLLEGES. 


Four Coast Artillery officers, all cap- 
tains, have been ordered to report to their 
respective schools on Sept. 10 to take the 
year’s course of instruction at these in- 
stitutions. The assignments follow: 

Capt. James C. Ruddell, who has been 
en duty at the coast defenses of Chesa- 
peake Bay, and Capt. Robert M. Cars- 
well, now on Guty at the coast defenses of 
Narragansett Bay, have both been or- 
dered to the Massachusetts Institue of 
Technology. Capt. Lawrence C. Mitchell, 
who has been on duty at the coast 
of Boston, will attend Harvard Univer- 
sity; and Capt. Paul H. French will be 
relieved from his duties at the Coast Ar- 
tillery School, Fort Monroe, Va., and will 
take up a course of study at Columbia 
University. 
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Make Army Reparation 


Secretary of War Weeks on Aug. 17 ad- 
mitted that General Pershing had written 
the letter to the Appropriation Committee 
relative to the mistake of Representative 
Anthony’s statement as outlined in last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. 

With reference to the officer reduction, 
the Secretary said that Congressman An- 
thony has stated in Congress that the num- 
ber of officers to be eliminated was less 
than the law seems to provide and that 
semebody had said Mr. Anthony was 
going to introduce a resolution to make 
the elimination conform with the num- 
bers he had given. 

The Secretary said that in the mean- 
time elimination was going on, that it was 
sickening work, and that the retirement 
and discharge of about 300 officers has 
been approved by him upon the recom- 
mendation of the Elimination Board. 


GENERAL FARNSWORTH ON 
INFANTRY’S IMPORTANT ROLE. 


Speaking before one hundred members 
of the U.S. Infantry Association at a din- 
ner given in his honor at Schofield Bar- 
racks, H.T., on July 16, Maj. Gen. Charles 
S. Farnsworth. U.S.A., Chief of Infantry, 
stated that he had always been inclined to 
boast of the Infantry, but that after that 
evening he would boast even more. “The 
Infantry,” said General Farnsworth, “has 
always been the predominating force since 
the beginning of history except for 1,000 
years after the fall of Rome, when the 
mounted and mailed knights assumed lead- 
ership. After the discovery of gunpowder 
the Infantry showed superiority over the 
best mailed knights. The prestige enjoyed 
by the Infantry before the fall of Rome 
has not yet been quite regained, but when 
the story of the World War has been told 
the role of the Infantry will be remem- 
bered and its ancient place restored. 

“The percentage of casualties in the In- 
fantry has always been greater than in 
the other large branches; the strength 
must therefore be greatest. Infantry con- 
stituted 57 per cent. of the Army in the 
late war. We must develop leaders of In- 
fantry rather than to call on other 
branches for our leaders in time of war. 
This is our immediate task. The Infan- 
try has a technique peculiar to itself, and 
only Infantry training will develop Infan- 
try leaders. 

“I recently saw at Fort McDowell 2,486 
recruits, all good looking men, and equal 
in every way for all branches: ‘The In- 
fantry recruits were equal to any other. 
This is as it should be, for the strain 
placed upon the individual Infantryman 
in war is great. He comes in personal 
contact with the enemy and, being sepa- 
rated by ten or fifteen yards from his fel- 
lows, he must act as an individual, often 
without guidance. As an individual, how- 
ever, he cannot win battles; teamwork is 
essential, so he learns to act both as an 
individual and as a member of the team as 
a result of hard Infantry training. Each 
man must know his mission—he is the 
unit. He must know how to help out his 
team. Our training must be uniform and 
thorough. 

“The immediate mission of the Regular 
Infantry is that of the whole Army—the 
training of the Army of the United States. 
We must not forget our hopes of two 
years ago. 

“Six hundred and twenty-four officers 
are now detailed away from our branch 
for duty with the Reserve Corps, National 
Guard and R.O.T.C. Although this cre- 
ates a shortage in the Regular Infantry, 
it is necessary toward the carrying out of 
our military policy. General Pershing is 
especially desirous that we do not allow 
the military policy to lapse and the In- 
fantry will aggressively and loyally sup- 
port the General of the Armies of the 
United States in this respect. though it 
may mean a shortage of officers and non- 
commissioned officers with troops. 

“During the World War we trained 
with various foreign armies, with the re- 
sult that different ideas of Infantry work 
exist. We must get away from individual 
methods and produce uniformity. This is 
now possible through the co-ordinating 
agency of the office of the Chief of In- 
fantry. 

“Before the war we had no facilities 
for training in the use of all arms, but 
this has since been corrected through the 
development of the Infantry School of 
Arms at Fort Sill, which later developed 
into the Infantry School at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga. Last year over 400 officers grad- 
uated from Benning, taking with them uni- 
form methods of Infantry training. Ben- 
ning is not for the purpose of teaching 
subjects that can be taught at the posts. 
For this reason sketching and close-order 
work are not stressed, while tactics and 
work with ball ammunition are, and war- 
strength organizations are maintained 
there. 

“Discipline is founded on respect for 
the officer and confidence in him. An or- 
ganization is never better nor worse than 
its leader. 

“Stonewall Jackson once set aside a 
room with a single hard chair as the only 
article of furniture. ‘Fool Tom.’ as he 
was called, would sit in this chair for an 
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should plan for the future by concentrat- 
ing as he did. A day without reflection 
is a day wasted.” 


TURNING OUT THE GUARD 
SUNDAYS AND HOLIDAYS. 

As to the question whether the Guard 
should be turned out on Sundays and holi- 
days as a matter of compliment between 
reveille and retreat. the Manual of Interior 
Guard duty conflicts with Paragraph 329, 
Army Regulations. The answer to B. B. 
E., in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
July 8 to the above question was not suf- 
ficiently explicit, and in view of the num- 
ber of inquiries received concerning it the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL gives the fol- 
lowing further answer: 

“The Manual of Interior Guard Duty, 
Par. 224, gives the persons for whom the 
guard is turned out, and Par. 222 states 
that the guard will not be turned out be- 
tween retreat and reveille. 

“Par. 392, Army Regulations, Changes 
50, states that the guard will not be 
turned out on Sundays and holidays for 
officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. As no mention is made in this 
paragraph of the Army Regulations about 
the other persons, which include the Presi- 
dent, mentioned in Par. 224, M.I.G.D., it 
is to be inferred that it is the intention to 
turn the guard out for them if they should 
approach the guard house, be it Sunday 
or any other time. As an actual fact, at 
the Military Academy the guard is turned 
out on Sundays as well as on any other 
day, more for the purpose of instruction 
than for any other reason.” 


WARRANT OFFICERS THROWN OUT 
WITHOUT A CHANCE FOR FUTURE. 


Perhaps there is not a greater tragedy 
growing out of the reduction of the Army 
than in the decrease required for the num- 
ber of warrant officers serving on the mine 
planters. According to the provisions of 
the law, the number of warrant officers in 
this Service must be reduced by Aug. 29 
from seventy-five to forty. 

These officers, many of whom have long 
service in the Army, are to be discharged 
without pay or any sort of allowance. 
Tne War Department is not permitted to 
retire this class of efficient officers, many 
of whom are masters and chief engineers. 
The only course left for them is to re-en- 
list with little prospect of promotion, es- 
pecially for the older officers. 


SIGNAL CORPS SCHOOL 
TO BEGIN SEPT. 1. 


The first part of September will see the 
resumption of activities in the Signal 
Corps School at Camp Alfred Vail, N.J. 
The course for enlisted men, which has a 
eapacity for 300 students, and the com- 
pany officers’ course, whose capacity is 
about sixty officer students, will open then. 
Due to the limited mileage and transpor- 
tation funds for the Army, it is not known 
how many enlisted men and officers will 
be sent to the school for instruction. Due 
to the reduction of the personnel of the 
Army, there will not be an advanced 
course this year, as none of the branches 
has any officers to spare for this purpose. 
It is hoped, however, that this course will 
be included in the curriculum for next 
year. The officers’ course is of ten months’ 
duration. 

The subjects included in the course for 
enlisted men are as follows: 

Ten months’ courses: Telephone and 
telegraph electrician course; advanced 
telephone and telegraph electrician course ; 
redio electrician course. 

Five months’ courses: Meteorologists’ 
course; pigeoneers’ course; telephone re- 
pairmen and cable splicers’ course: line- 
men’s course; telegraph operators’ course; 
radio operators’ course; wire communica- 
tions course. 

In the company officers’ course instruc- 
tion is given in the following subjects: 

Department of Communication En- 
gineerings Electricity and magnetism; 
wire telephony and telegraphy ; radio teleg- 
raphy and telegraphy; internal combus- 
tion engines. 

2. Department of General Instruction: 
Meteorology; commercial law; military 
history; equitation and hippology; Army 
organization; tactics and technique of 
other combat arms; combat orders; tacti- 
cal phinciples; map reading and sketching. 

Department of Applied Communica- 
tions: Organization; equipment, supply 
and operations of Signal communication 
troops; employment of signal communica- 
tions in tactical situations; code practice; 
training principles and methods; field ex- 
ercises. 

4. For student officers of other branches 
than the Signal Corps, such of the sub- 
jects enumerated in 6 (2) as are taught 
in the company officers’ courses of their 
respective branches may be omitted. 


MAJOR BOOTON NEW EXECUTIVE 
IN THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


As was anticipated in last week’s ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL, Maj. J. G. Booton, 
O.D.. has been selected to succeed Col. EB. 
D. Bricker, O.D., as executive officer in 
the office Chief of Ordnance. He has al- 
ready assumed his new duties. 





The plan of Col. Charles R. Forbes, 
Director of the U.S. Veterans’ Bureau, 
announced Aug. 8, to give several thousand 
veterans in hospitals the benefit of a prac- 
tical vocational training right in the hos- 
pitals the minute they are able to do so, 
has received a favorable reaction from 
physicians and welfare workers. Colonel 
Forbes says: 

“Some of our hospitals can be convert- 
ed into combination sanitariums and 
training centers, where the men who have 
progressed physically to the working and 
planning stage will be given as much to 
do in their chosen vocational work as com- 
petent officials find they are able to with- 
out danger of a relapse. 

“In many individual instances it will 
be possible, we hope, to permit student- 
patients of this sort to go to their homes, 
subject to reasonable regulations and a 
simple inspection system. In all such in- 
stances the men will be allowed to go 
home for the final stages of their complete 
recovery and vocational training only after 
competent medical officers have found 
them near enough to good health to justify 
the step. 

“We expect to keep these student-pa- 
tients on the same pay status as they are 
at present. Our only object is to get the 
veterans away from the conventional hos- 
pital as soon as possible. There is no use 
restoring a man’s body if he has to stay 
in a morbid atmosphere so long that his 
morale sinks to the point where he is 
a to take the plunge again into civil 
life.’ 





ORGANIZED RESERVES 
OF 2D CORPS AREA. 


After working hard for a little over a 
year, a board of officers in the 2d Corps 
Area, composed of Regular and Reserve 
Corps officers, has completed the location 
and designation of units of the Organized 
Reserves comprised in the states consti- 
tuting the 2d Corps Area. 

The elaborate work of the board was re- 
cently made public in G.O. 8, dated Feb. 
2, 1922, issued from the headquarters of 
Maj. Gen. R. L. Bullard, U.S.A., com- 
manding the 2d Corps Area, Governors 
Island, N.Y. This order, which is one of 
forty-seven pages. gives, among other in- 
formation, the location and strength of 
the troops of the 77th, 78th and 98th In- 
fantry Divisions, 61st Cavalry Division, 
Corps Troops, Army Troops, and G.H.Q. 
and Coast Artillery Troops. 

A list of district and county quotas is 
also given, as well as localization maps, 
handy charts of division, corps and army 
organization, and a page of information 
references is also given. 

Reserve officers assigned or attached to 
organizations in the 2d Corps Area, up to 
April 1, 1922, totaled 5,777. 


AIR SERVICE NEEDS MEN FOR 
BALLOON AND AIRSHIP COURSE. 
The Air Service is still desirous of re- 
ceiving applications to fill vacancies in 
the grade of flying cadet for the balloon 
and airship course scheduled to begin 
Sept. 20 at Scott Field, Belleville, Ill. Can- 
didates, however, must be citizens of the 
United States and between the ages of 20 
and 27 years and possess a high school 
education or its equivalent. While in 
training flying cadets receive $75 per 
month pay and ration allowances not ex- 
ceeding $1 a day. Further information 
and application blanks may be secured by 
writing to the Chief of Air Service, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


MAJOR HAMMOND FROM MILITIA 
BUREAU TO WAR COLLEGE.

ZRANSPORTING REMAINS OF 
MEMBERS OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


Maj. Gen. George C. Rickards, Chief of 
the Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, under date of Washington, Aug. 10, 
issued Circular Letter No. 70, relative to 
the transportation of remains of members 
of the National Guard who die during an 
encampment. The circular said: 

1. The following instructions for the infor- 
mation of all concerned, and based upon a de- 
cision of the Comptroller General dated May 
11, 1922, are issued relative to the payment 
of expenses of preparation and transporting 
the remains of National Guard officers or en- 
listed men who, from causes not due to their 
own misconduct, die while in attendance with 
their organizations at encampments authorized 
by Section 94 of the National Defense act, 
such authorized expenses to include the cost 
of preparation of the remains (such cost not 
to exceed allowances prescribed for the Army 
in similar cases), the cost of shipment of the 
remains, the cost of transportation of an escort 
of National Guard officers or enlisted men 
frem the camp to the destination of the body, 
and, possibly, the return of the escort to the 
camp. 

2. Such expenses are properly chargeable to 
the sub-appropriation ‘‘Expenses, Camps of 
Instruction,’’ provided sufficient funds remain 
available for the purpose; otherwise, the ex- 
pense must be met from state funds or funds 
other than Federal. With reference to the 
escort which may accompany the body, it may 
be stated that in the opinion of this bureau, 
one officer or enlisted man only will be neces- 
sary to accompany the body, and if a larger 
escort accompanies the remains, the additional 
expenses must be borne from funds other 
than Federal and the additional members of 
the escort should not travel on Government 
transportation request. 


BURSUM BILL PROVISIONS 
IN THE HOUSE. 


Representative John P. Hill, of Mary- 
land, who on Aug. 15 introduced a bill 
(H.R. 12278) similar to the Bursum bill 
of the Senate, which gives disabled emer- 
gency officers of the Army a retired status, 
frankly admitted that he was a recent con- 
vert to the merits of the measure. Mr. 
Hill, who was an officer in the World War, 
said on Aug. 15: 

“Originally I was not in favor of this 
bill, but after hearing the testimony be- 
fore the Military Affairs Committee and 
studying the question in all of its aspects 
I am convinced it is a just measure. 
intend to do what I can to secure its early 
consideration by the House.” 


CO. D, 3D INFANTRY, U.S.A., 
ALL MARKSMEN. 


Co. D, 3d Inf., U.S.A., Capt. N. P. Wil- 
liams commanding, on duty at Fort Snell- 
ing, Minn., has just completed a very suc- 
cessful season in target practice. The en- 
tire company of seventy-four officers and 
men were qualified, of that number twenty 
were experts or twenty-seven per cent.; 
twenty-four were sharpshooters or 32. 
per cent; thirty were marksmen or 40.6 
per cent. The high score was 527 points. 
The average score of the company was 
885 or sixteen better than sharpshooter. 
The high score on the expert course was 
eighty-five. 

Forty-seven men qualified as marksmen 
ov better at two ranges, 1,000-in. and 
reters. Nine qualified as sharpshooters at 
two ranges, 1,000 in. and 600 meters. 

This record is due to the hard work of 
the company as a whole, and particularly 
tu the N.C.O.s of the company. 
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Navy Officer Pay Rate 
and the Saving Clause 


The Comptroller General, in response 
to a request of the Secretary of the Navy. 
has rendered decision as to the operation 
of Sec. 16, act of June 10, 1922, upon offi- 
cers of the active list of the Navy who are 


changed in'rank or grade subsequent to 
June 30, 1922, and of Sec. 17 of the act 
upon officers retired on or subsequent to 
July 1, 1922. The decision follows: 


As material to the questions presented, Sec. 
16 provides: 

“That nothing contained in this act shall 
operate to reduce the pay of any officer on 
the active list below the pay to which he is 
entitled by reason of his grade and length of 
service on June 30, 1922, not including addi- 
tional pay authorized by the act entitled ‘An act 
to increase the efficiency of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and Public Health Service,’ approved 
Maw 28, 206Gs :s.2 = 

You present for illustration the case of a lieu- 
tenant commander with seventeen years’ service 
on June 80, 1922, and who is receiving pay 
under the act of May 13, 1908, 35 Stat., 127, 
at the rate of $3,900 per annum, and request 
decision whether if the officer is promoted sub- 
sequent to July 1, 1922, to the rank of com- 
mander he is required to take pay as a com- 
mander at $3,750 under the act of June 10, 
1922, for a commander with seventeen years 
of service, or whether Sec. 16 preserves to 
him pay at $3,900 until such time as the pay 
under the act of June 10, 1922, equals or ex- 
ceeds the $3,900 rate, 

The wording of Sec. 16 is clear and un- 
ambiguous. It prescribes that nothing in the 
act of June 10, 1922, shall operate to reduce 
the pay of the officers of the active list below 
the pay to which such officers are entitled on 
June 80, 1922, by reason of the rank or grade 
held and length of service on that date. 


History of Pay Legislation. 


There have been in recent years several pay 
acts making changes in the pay of the officers 
of the Army or of the Navy which contain sav- 
ing clauses and which were interpreted both 
by the former accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury and the courts. The present question is 
such a one as makes it proper to refer to such 
saving clauses and the views expressed thereon. 

The Navy Personnel act of 1899, 30 Stat., 
1007, was amended by the act of June 7, 
1900, 31 Stat., 697, to the effect “that nothing 
herein contained shall operate to reduce the 
pay which, but for the passage of said act, 
would have been received by any commissioned 
officer at the time of its passage or thereafter.” 

The act of May 13, 1908, 35 Stat., 128, pro- 
vided that: 

“Nothing herein shali be construed so as to 
reduce the pay or allowances now authorized by 
law for any commissioned, warrant or appointed 
officer or any enlisted man of the active or 
retired lists of the Navy, and all laws incon- 
sistent with this provision are hereby repealed.” 

A claim under this latter provision was con- 
sidered by the Court of Olaims, Jones v. United 
States, 50 Ct. Cls., 345, of an enlisted man who 
afterwards became clerk to a paymaster and 
was paid at the rate allowed a warrant officer 
of like grade, but sought to recover the old Navy 
pay allowed paymaster’s clerks under Sec. 1556, 
Revised Statutes. The officer claimed for the 
new office the old pay thereof and not the pay 
which he theretofore had been receiving as com- 
pared with the new pay of the new office, and 
the court answered the claim negatively. In 
Richardson’s case, 38 Ct. Cls., 182, 191, cited 
with approval in the Jones case, the court said 
with reference to the amendment of 1900: 

“That officers in the Navy at the time the 
personnel act was passed should not be reduced 
in pay was an obvious and just exception; 
and to have such an exception preserved in all 
grades is very obvious and just, which thereby 
prevents the promotion in grade from working 
a diminution of pay.” 

P See also Denig v. United States, 37 Ct. Cls., 
95 


The rulings of the former accounting officers 
of the Treasury are to the same effect, although 
there is some language in 26 Comp. Dec., 935, 
and decision in Yates case of March 8, 1917, 
80 MS. Comp. Dec., 907, that the saving clauses 
respectively therein considered, act of March 38, 
1909, 35 Stat., 771, and act of May 13, 1908, 
35 Stat., 128, had no application to the pay 
of an officer if his appointment to the office for 
which he claimed the pay was subsequent to the 
enactment, 

The specific direction in the saving clause of 
the act of June 10, 1922, is that nothing in 
the enactment shall operate to reduce the pay 
of the officer below the pay to which he is 
entitled by reason of his grade and length of 
service on June 30, 1922. 

There are differences in the phrasing of this 
saving clause from the phrasing of the saving 
clause in the other several acts quoted, but those 
differences are not such as to lead to any other 
construction in so far as the construction is 
that the saving clause relates to officers then in 
the Service and that there is no authority in its 
provisions for saving to any officer the prior 
pay of any grade to which he may thereafter 
be promoted if the prior pay of such grade is 
greater than that established by the act of June 
10, 1922. - 

The decisions of the former accounting offi- 
cers of the Treasury and of the courts in con- 
struing as to this effect the saving clauses 
in the various prior pay acts are concurred 
in by me, 


Saving Clause Saves Pay, Not Grade. 


The clear purpose of the saving clause in the 
act of June 10, 1922, is that there shall be 
saved the pay to which officers were “entitled” 
on June 30. It is not a saving of a particular 
office then held nor the saving of any particular 
office to which thereafter promoted. 

That of which the enactment speaks as ‘“‘en- 
titled” to is pay, and that which is saved is 
the amount of the pay. It is true the pay re- 
sults from holding the office, but in so far as 
that is concerned the enactment in question re- 
lated only to the pay, and when the question 
comes of the amount of the pay to be paid, it 
is a question coming from the operation of the 
pay enactment and not from the operation of 
prior enactments establishing the grade or office 
to which the pay relates; and the question of the 
application of the saving clause is through a 
comparison of the amount of the pay entitled 
to on June 30, 1922, with the pay provided by 
the enactment of June 10, 1922. And it must 
follow that if the pay of the grade to which 
thereafter promoted as fixed by the act of June 
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10, 1922, is less than that to which the officers 
were entitled on June 30, 1922, it would be the 
pay enactment that is operating to reduce the 
pay. and the saving clause is operative. 

‘he instant effect of the enactment of June 
10, 1922, is to make a comparison of the pay 
of the officer in the grade held June 30, 1922, 
with the pay sree by the enactment for 
that grade, and according as the comparison 
showed the new pay to be greater or less for 
that goers, the saving clause would be ap- 
plicable. But if this were all of the office of the 
saving clause its application would be termi- 
nated with the beginning of the enactment, It 
is difficult to conceive it as the intent of the 
Congress, and the intent is not specifically ex- 
pressed in the enactment, that the pay to which 
the officer was entitled June 30, 1922, should 
be his at that time but should not be his a few 
days, weeks or months later, because of promo- 
tion to another grade having less pay under 
the enactment. The reasons which compelled that 
the pay should not be disturbed as to the one 
must be precisely the same as to the other, and 
nothing compensatory can be concluded as com- 
ing to the officer from the different titles of 
the grades, or in justification or as reason for 
less pay in the new grade, his old pay not being 
saved. This is to say, it is by virtue of pro- 
motion primarily that the question of the opera- 
tion of the saving clause must arise. 

I therefore conclude that where an officer 
is promoted to a higher grade than that which 
he held on June 30, 1922, and the pay of 
that higher grade, by virtue of the act of 
June 10, 1922, is less than the pay the officer 
was receiving by virtue of the grade he held 
June 30, 1922, the enactment saves to him the 
pay of that grade. This must not be under- 
stood as saving to the officer the pay of the 
grade to which promoted as it existed prior to 
June 30, 1922, but only the pay of the grade 
in which the officer then was if greater as 
compared with the pay of the grade to which 
promoted as fixed by the act of June 10, 1922, 


New Retirements Carry the New Rates. 


Sec. 17 of the act of June 10, 1922, pro- 
vides in part as follows: 

“That on and after July 1, 1922, retired 
officers and warrant officers shall have their 
retired pay, or equivalent pay, computed as 
now authorized by law on the basis of pay 
provided in this act. . . .” 

You present the question whether pay, which 
an officer may be drawing on June 30, 1922, 
under rates prescribed by the act of May 13, 
1908, and which is preserved to him by Sec. 
16, is “pay provided in this act’ within the 
meaning of Sec, 17. 

The saving clause of Sec. 16 is limited to 
those on the active list and has no application 
to those retired after June 380, 1922. The 
phrasing of Sec. 17, which relates to such re- 
tired pay, is such as to demand its own con- 
struction. The saving clause of Sec. 16 spe- 
cifically authorized the officer to receive the pay 
to which he was “entitled’’ June 30, 1922, 
whereas the prevision relative to the pay of re- 
tired officers, Sec. 17, directs that it shall be 
“computed as now authorized by law on the 
‘basis of pay provided in this act.’ The dis- 
tinguishing phrase is that it is the “pay pro- 
vided in this act,” to-wit: the act of June 
10, 1922, that is made the basis of the retired 
pay. The computation thereon is as heretofore, 
but the basis of it is expressly required to be 
on the pay provided in said act. The only 
pay “provided” in this act of June 10, 1922, 
is what may be referred to as the pay therein 
expressly set forth as for after June 30, 1922. 
That cannot be construed as pay provided by 
this act, which is provided by other acts prior 
to June 30, although authorized to be paid after 
June 30. The two sections recognized the dis- 
tinction, the phrasing of the one being the pay 
to which “entitled” June 30, which would be 
pay not provided by the act of June 10, 1922, 
and the phrasing of the other being the “pay 
provided by this act,’’ which would be pay pro- 
vided for after June 30. The saving clause 
of Sec, 16 is to those on the active list, and 
if Sec. 17 were to be construed as giving the 
saved pay to those on the retired list, then the 
limitation to those on the active list was un- 
necessary and meaningless. Sec. 17 became 
necessary because of the limitations of Sec. 16. 

The paragraph suggested for page 5, Par. 8, 
of the instructions to be issued by the Pay- 
master General, accomplished the result desired 
by the wording suggested by this office. 


Effect of Army Elimination Law Not 
Determined. 


What may be the operation, if any, of the 
act of June 10, 1922, herein considered with 
relation to the provisions of the act of June 
30, 1922, Pub. No. 259, fixing the number of 
commissioned officers of the Army after Jan. 1, 
1923, and providing for the discharge and 
recommissioning in lower grade of certain offi- 
cers is not for determination under the par- 
ticular questions that have been submitted and 
are here determined, but will be for considera- 
tion if any questions should arise with respect 
to such action as may be legally taken in carry- 
ing out the provisions of said enactment of 
June 30, 1922.

CASH PAYMENTS FOR 
DEPENDENTS’ TRANSPORTATION. 


It is believed that an executive order 
will shortly be issued by the President 
under which the officers and men of the 
six Services will receive the cost of trans- 
portation of their dependents in money. 
The purpose of this order will be to give 
the dependents an opportunity to travel 
over such routes and in such manner as 
they see fit, so long as it ‘does not increase 
the expenses of the Government. By this 
policy the dependents could visit relatives 
while en route or make any side trip that 
they saw fit. 

This is regarded as important, as so 
often when officers and men change stations 
they are ordered on temporary duty at 
some intermediate station. This will prove 
quite a convenience and a privilege to the 
dependents of officers and men who are 
ordered on foreign stations for a term of 
years. 

The executive order as agreed to by the 
Secretary of War, Secretary of the Navy, 
Secretary of the Treasury, Secretary of 
Commerce, it is believed, will be signed 
by the President in a few days. 





ADMIRAL E. W. EBERLE, U.S.N., 
PRAISES U.S.8. CALIFORNIA. 


Admiral E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., com- 
mander-in-chief of the U.S. Pacific Fleet, 
in a recent address to the officers and men 
of the U.S. battleship California, which 
won the Battle Efficiency Trophy for the 
year 1921-22, paid them a high tribute. 
The Admiral said, in part: 

“Rear Admiral Ziegemeier, officers and 
men of the California and of the Pacific 
Fieet: Winning the Battle Efficiency Pen- 
nent is a momentous event in the life of a 
ship; it is the greatest honor and distinc- 
tion that a ship may achieve in time of 
peace, because thereby the ship has 
proved her fitness and has shown what 
could be expected of her on the day of 
battle. 

“Above all they represent genuine co- 
cperation, complete understanding, scien- 
tific management and perfect team work, 
on the bridge, in the conning tower, in the 
plotting room, in control and spotting sta- 
tions, in turrets and handling rooms, in 
tcrpedo defense and anti-aircraft batteries, 
in firerooms, in engine rooms, in all auxil- 
iary stations. ‘This battle efficiency pen- 
nant represents all these activities co- 
ordinated and molded into one great liv- 
ing, pulsating, striking force under one in- 
telligent command. 

“These annual trophies represent con- 
tentment, loyalty, comradeship, clean liv- 
ing, enthusiasm and pride within the 
ship; devotion to the Service and to the 
flag—that great something, that great in- 
centive to efficiency which we call the 
spirit of the ship; the true Navy spirit 
which has brought victories in the past 
and which always will bring success to our 
efforts in the paths of right and honor. 

“The California has established a high 
standard for us to live up to, and here on 
the quarterdeck in this presence I serve 
notice on her that she must defend her 
laurels to the uttermost, and not be con- 
tent to rest on her oars, because ten other 
skips in this.battle fleet will be straining 
every nerve in spirited competition to 
achieve the honors so proudly carried by 
the California. 

“Most warmly do I congratulate the 
captain, officers and men of the California 
on these well earned honors. 

“You may hoist the Battle Efficiency 
Pennant; carry it with honor and defend 
it with true Navy spirit, and let our 
motto be “May the best ship win-” 


NEW YORK CITY ASKS ARMY LAND 
EXCHANGE NAVAL AIR STATION. 


In the negotiations for the retention of 
the Rockaway, Long Island, naval air sta- 
tion the city of New York has made two 


proposals: 

1. That the Navy take over and develop 
Barren Island as a site for the station. 

2. That the Navy Department induce 
the War Department to cede to the city 
about ninety-four acres of land of the Fort 
Tilden site in exchange for the land now 
occupied. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt says that 
Barren Island is not considered suitable 
and its development would entail a large 
expenditure of money. He has sent a let- 
ter to the Secretary of War asking whether 
the War Department would contemplate 
ceding to New York city ninety-four of 
the 303.5 acres comprising the Fort Til- 
den site, westward of and adjoining the 
naval air station at Rockaway. 


ATLANTIC FLEET ENDS ITS 
SUMMER MINING SCHEDULE. 


The summer mining schedule of the 
Mine Squadron, Atlantic Fleet, came to a 
close this week when the Shawmut laid 
her night mining practice for record on 
the night of Aug. 2, 1922. The practice 
as a whole was an improvement over the 
1921 scores, the comparison being as fol- 


lows: 
1921 1922 
Day mining practice....... 74.0 82.1 
Night mining practice...... 60.0 78.7 
With the exception of the Shawmut, 
holder of the mining “E” for 1921, each 
ship of the squadron improved and in- 
ereased her former scores. The best scores 
for the practices were made by the Lark 
(M.S. 21)), which in the two record prac- 
tices laid twenty-three perfect mines, for 
a combined score of 95.8 per cent.

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English Controversy 
Over Air Service 


The United States has just emerged 
from a bitter controversy involving the 
lack of an independent air service, and 
now England is in the midst of an even 
more intense controversy, growing out of 
its creation of a separate air service. The 
advocates of a separate air service in the 
United States insisted that there would 
be no real progress without an indepen- 
dent air service department headed by a 
member of the cabinet. In England, it is 
now being charged that the British Isles 
have no defense against an air attack, ow- 
ing to the failure of the Royal Air Ser- 
vice. The debates in Parliament and the 
press has developed into an acrimonious 
controversy over the varied phasés of the 
air defense. 

Some of the attacks, made in the papers 
against the alleged inefficiency of the 
Royal Air Service, are extremely bitter 
and personal in their nature. The Admi- 
ralty insists the navy is not securing an 
adequate force of planes from the Royal 
Air Service. The supporters of the Royal 
Air Service reply that this is due to the 
policy of economy on the part of Parlia- 
ment. Officers of the navy answer by de- 
claring that the Royal Air Service has 
been expending most of its funds on 
ground plants and shore stations. The > 
ponents of the Royal Air Service in 
navy are citing the rapid developmment 
of naval aviation in the American Navy 
as an illustration of what the Admiralty 
could do if it were permitted to maintain 
an independent air force. The whole 
question of the military principles in- 
volved in the two systems of maintaining 
an air force is engaging the attention of 
students and writers on naval blems. 

The one thing upon which advocates 
of an adequate defense for the British 
Empire agree is that Great Britain is not 
keeping up the strength of its air force. 
The politicians in Parliament, as usual, 
are attempting to conceal the truth. In 
this respect they resemble the pacifists in 
the American Congress. B 

Flight, a British publication, in dis- 
cussing the situation says: 

“The disinclination to face large issues 
calmly and on their merits that has been 
noticeable in England since the war is 
once again affecting the attitude of the 
country towards its comparative defense- 
lessness in the air. There is, doubtless, 
general assent to the principle that the de- 
velopment of aircraft, civil and military, 
lighter and heavier than air, is of vital 
importance to our strategic safety as to our 
commercial prosperity. But this assent 
does not connote readiness to support, and 
still less to insist upon, the adoption of 
measures calculated to safeguard the in- 
terests admittedly involved. Rather is 
there a tendency, reflected in the House 
of Commons, to treat as mere ‘scares’ at- 
tempts to prove how dangerously our air 
power has lapsed. 

“At present this country is not only 
technically unprepared to meet an emer- 
gency, but it is mentally unprepared. 
Otherwise it would be unnecessary to re- 
peat such self-evident propositions as 
those we have advanced. The supremacy 
in the air which this country enjoyed at 
the end of the war has vanished. The 
British aircraft industry is moribund, 
the designers of aircraft and of aircraft 
engines are being driven to close their 
works. Even Captain Guest and the Air 
Ministry ‘do not regard the situation with- 
out a feeling of alarm.’ Yet nothing, or 
next to nothing, is being done to improve 
the situation or to build up an f uate 
military and civil nucleus for national air 
defense. This is no party or sectional 
auestion. The facts are not coutrovertible. 
The danger is national and it must be met 
on a national basis.” 


USE OF NAVY LEASED WIRES 
GRANTED FOR ARMY. 


The Director of Naval Communications, 
U.S.N., has extended to the Army the 
privilege of filing messages for. transmis- 


sion over Navy leased wires from any of 
the following points: Washington, Phila- 
delphia, New York. New London, Boston, 
Newport, Portsmouth and Norfolk. The 
Navy district communication superinten- 
dents at these places have been instructed 
to confer with representatives of the Army 
with a view to making the arrangements 
for receipt and delivery of Army traffic. 
No expense to the Naval munication 
Service will be entailed in effecting the 
delivery of War Department dispatches. 
Aug. 1 was the date set for inauguration 
of this service. 


RECRUITING REQUIREMENTS 
OF THE NAVY FOR 1922-3. 
According to a circular letter from the 
Bureau of Navigation, calling upon com- 
manding officers to do everything possible 
to reduce the number of diethinanile other 
than for termination of’ enlistment, there 
will have to be enlisted in the Nayy dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1922-3. in order to main- 
tain the enlisted strength of 86,000, about 
38,000 first enlistments, estimating the re- 
enlistments at 20,000.

(or otherwise) of officers and the demo- 
tion of what is known as surplus N.C.O.’s, 
that is to take place by Dec. 31, this year. 

At this institution my principal duty is 
instructing first year boys in military sci- 
ence, in particular that part which is im- 
parted to the boy at the beginning of the 
school year pertaining to the object and 
meaning of the R.O.T.C. In this connec- 
tion my one object is to instill into the 
minds of the boys the fear of God. love of 
country and respect for law and consti- 
tuted authority. That is my conception 
of what our professor of military science 
wants and what the War Department 
wants. I surely believe that when we ac- 
complish this we are making better citi- 
zens-to-be, to say nothing of the fact that 
the boy will be a valuable asset to his 
country should his services ever be needed. 

Now with all of this thing hanging over 
our heads (reduction of N.C.O.’s, etc.), is 
it not a very hard job for one to keep his 
morale in the right groove? But I am a 
soldier, and my love and loyalty to. the 
Constitution and my country, my deep re- 
spect and loyalty to my superior officers 
will remain steadfast to the end. 

If we are to judge Congress by its ac- 
tions, it would indicate that there is no 
longer need for officers and men, National 
Guard, Organized Reserves, R.O.T.C 
units and Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. 

Will the Communists and the Bolshe- 
vists step in when we no longer have any 
need for the above mentioned forces? 
Who can tell?

WOULD REFORM SERVICE. 


To THe Eprtor: 

Herewith I present some ideas and sug- 
gestions on the present crisis of our na- 
tional defense. I know that some of them 
may not be in line with your policy, but 
I hope you will print them anyway. 

First, the present trouble with the Reg- 
ular section of our Army, it seems to the 
writer, is that they are out of touch with 
the life and thought of the majority of 
the people of the country. Kept in iso- 
lated communities, reading only Army lit- 
erature, and mingling socially with Army 
people only, there has grown up among 
them more or less of a clan feeling that 
has reacted against the Services. 

I believe the remedy is: To abolish the 
Army post system completely, keeping the 
land for maneuver grounds and ranges, 
and garrisoning the personnel in large 
apartment barracks right in the cities and 
towns. Have the married personnel live 
among and mingle socially with the citi- 
zens of the town, making Army life in 
peace simply a position like that of any 
other citizen; let the local men in the 
command live at home and report at work- 
ing hours, same as the ordinary citizen. 
Take the present Regular regiments and 





station them permanently in one post. 
drawing their recruits from the district, 
having their officer personnel go through 
West Point and come back to the home 
regiment; in war or mobilization, leave a 
depot company at the home barracks and 
send all replacements through same. 

As to West Point, all cadets should 
spend at least one-quarter year in aca- 
demic work at some civilian college, wear- 
ing civilian clothes, and be treated like 
the ordinary civilian student. This will 
keep the cadet in touch with the civilian 
and enable him to get the civil point of 
view; discipline will be improved and in 
a few years there will be no line of de- 
marcation between the man in and the 
man out. 

With the local regiment system I would 
like to see the regiments named in place 
of numbered and have regimental insignia 
distinctive of the command. In this con- 
nection would like to see the regiments 
earry their original titles that they car- 
ried on organization; also carry some fea- 
tures in the uniform. 

I believe that eventually we can develop 
some form of national military training 
under national supervision, starting with 
the grade schools and ending up with a 
summer in camp. with registration for 
military service. In this connection, why 
not reprint Kipling’s “Army of My 
Dream,” outlining a plan of universal ser- 
vice that should be studied by every one 
interested in defense.

What 
with the oft-recurring strikes, what chance 
is there? None. 

Some 1,200 warrant officers of the 
Army will stay in® until retired or die, 
while thirty-five of the Mine Planter Ser- 
vice have to go, without ‘any compensa- 
tion. It is a great injustice to these faith- 
ful men, some of whom have twenty years 
or more in the Service. Let the public 
think it over. See if we are being dealt 
fairly with. I say we are not.

ARMY WINS JUNIOR POLO 
CHAMPIONSHIP. 

Fighting a desperate uphill battle, the 
four hard-riding officers who bore the 
Army colors into the arena where the 
Junior Polo Championship was decided, 
emerged therefrom with the cup in their 
possession on Aug. 16. The final contest 
was fought out with the famous Meadow 
Brook team, at Point Judith, R.I., and 
was marked by the hardest fighting that 
such an event ever developed. It was the 
fourth time that the Army has entered a 
team in the twenty-two-year old event, 
end the first time that the team has won 
the championship. The victory arouses 
the pride of the entire Service. 

Meadow Brook started off with a rush 
and scored three goals in the first two 
cbukkers of play, while the Army failed to 
count until the third. The splendid fight 
of the Service men was rewarded by three 
goals which evened the count by the end 
of the fifth riod, and from then on it 
was anybody’s game. Each team scored 
goal for goal until the end of the game, 
when the score stood at seven all. An extra 
chukker was started to play off the tie 
and for five minutes neither team scored, 
while the immense crowd went wild with 
excitement. Finally the Army _ drove 
through the winning goal, and ended the 
most thrilling polo event of the season. 

Every player on both teams was at top 
form, though the Army was handicapped 
by the sprained wrist of Major Beard. 
Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., was among 
the guests and presented the cup to Colo- 
ne! Brown’s team, as well as individual 
trophies to the team members. Meadow 
Brook was favored by public opinion be- 
fore the contest, but the sympathy of the 
audience was with the soldier players 
throughout.

POLO AT FORT HAMILTON.

In the previous three games of the 
week’s tournament at the Brooklyn reser- 
vation, Camp Dix defeated Camp Vail, 
14 to 10, after allowing a handicap of 
eight points; Governors Island won over 
the New Jérsey Cavalry team of the Na- 
tional Guard, 13 to 3, having given the 
Essex Troop team a handicap of one point, 
and Camp Vail defeated the Jersey Guard 
team in the consolation game to the tune 
of 11 to 2 

The final game attracted no little at- 
tention, since the Dix outfit was obliged 
to handicap the fast Governors Island 
team seven goals. Brilliant riding and 
espectacular stickwork by both teams, to- 
gether with the fact that the Dix team 
only overcame its handicap in the last 
chukker, when it forged ahead with two 
points to spare, kept the crowd on edge 
and enthusiastic until the finish. Steady, 
dashing attack and superior team work 
proved a winning combination for Dix. 

The task of handling the unexpectedly 
large crowd with its thousand automobiles 
was in charge of Lieut. Col. E. H. Wag- 
ner, commanding officer of the fort, who 
personally directed all details. Within 
half an hour of the finish of the game, the 
fcrt was clear of spectators. The seating 
arrangements were ample, and it was ap- 
perent that the sport was highly appreci- 
ated by all in attendance during the week.

BRITISH NAVY AIR EXERCISES 
EXPLAINED BY THE ADMIRALTY. 
The British Admiralty on July 20, in 
order to correct inaccurate accounts which 
appeared in the daily papers concerning a 
torpedo airplane attack. issued an impor- 


tant statement, which said in part: 

“In view of the unauthorized and inac- 
curate reports which have appeared in the 
press with regard to the torpedo airplane 
attack on the Atlantic Fleet which took 
place off the Isle of Wight on the 7th of 
July in the presence eof the King, the Ad- 
miralty consider it desirable to issue the 
following brief statement of the facts: 

“1. The exercise was in no sense novel, 
and was designed as a spectacle rather 
than as a critical experiment, and the re- 
sults on July 7 only confirmed previous 
experience. 

“2. In order to afford practice to the 

torpedo airplanes the fleet approached to 
within a few miles of the aireraft base in 
broad daylight at low speed on a pre- 
arranged day and at an hour signalled in 
advance to the aircraft. There was. there- 
fore, no surprise attack and the conditions 
were essentially unwarlike and unreal. 
. “3. Moreover, as is unavoidable in all 
peace exercises, the fleet offered an unre 
sisting target to the aircraft, whose at- 
tack was undisturbed by any counter- 
offensive action. 

“4, The aircraft were thus allowed to de- 
velop to the full their offensive, whilst the 
fleet was debarred from defending itself 
in any way. In spite of three favorable 
conditions the number of hits obtained on 
the battle line was small and of minor 
tectical importance.”

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Public Sentiment Aroused to 
Urgent Necessity of Preventing 
Elimination of Officers 


R. ANTHONY of Kansas, Mr. 
M Sisson of Mississippi and Mr. 
Stafford of Wisconsin succeeded 
by means of the act of June 30, 1922, 
known as the Appropriation act, in provid- 
ign for such a drastic cut in the number 
of officers in the Regular Army that that 
force has received the greatest blow in its 
history to its morale. 

No enemy ever faced. and the Regular 
Army has faced all kinds of enemies in 
many different parts of the world during 
its long and honorable career, ever suc- 
ceeded in striking such a blow. 

The fact that the Appropriation Com- 
mittee of the House, governed by the 
three aforementioned Congressmen, in- 
sisted on settling the question of organi- 
zation which primarily belongs in the 
hands of the Military Committee; the fact 
that they forced the Senate committee to 
agree to 12,000 officers for fear that they 
would succeed in forcing a still greater 
cut; the fact that the measure was pre- 
sented to Congress and rushed through in 
such a way that the average Congress- 
man had little understanding of what the 
legislation really meant, and the fact that 
Mr. Anthony, when called upon by Mr. 
McKenzie to explain to the House, de- 
clared that the bill would make a reduc- 
tion of about 600 officers in the line of 
the Army, which is absolutely at variance 
with the facts, cannot do otherwise than 
convince the intelligent man that some 
other motive than a mere desire for econ- 
omy must have prompted these three Con- 
gressmen primarily responsible. 

Mr. Sisson of Mississippi and Mr. Staf- 
ford of Wisconsin, coming from the in/ 
terior of the country and presumably hav- 
ing had but little to do with the Army, 
might excuse themselves on the score of 
ignorance. 

When Mr. Anthony made the statement 
that but approximately 600 officers would 
be removed from the line of the Army, 
were Messrs. Stafford and Sisson so igno- 
rant of the details of the bill for which 
they were primarily responsible that they 
did not know that more than twice this 
number would be eliminated? If so. they 
certainly failed entirely in carrying out 
their duties as members of the committee. 

However much they may be able to 
escape the responsibility on the plea of 
ignorance with respect to general condi- 
tions in the Army, it is difficult to say 
how they can escape the responsibility for 
this glaring divergence between the num- 
ber of officers to be eliminated as stated 
by Mr. Anthony and the facts of the 
matter, 

Mr. Anthony was born and brought up 
in Kansas in a district where there has 
always been a large Army garrison, where 
there is a soldiers’ home, where military 
activities of various kinds predominate. 
The town of Leavenworth primarily owes 
its origin and its continued existence to 
these military activities. 

Mr. Anthony has known and associated 
with people in the Army all his life. He 
certainly cannot plead ignorance of condi- 
tions in the Army. He has yet to explain 
the discrepancy between the 600 line offi- 
cers who, according to his statement to 
the House, would be eliminated and the 
1,349 who have to be eliminated. 

That public sentiment is now fully 
aroused to the urgent necessity of pre- 
venting the demoralization of the Army 
by such drastic reduction in the number 
of line officers as is provided for in the 
Army Appropriation act is evidenced on 
every hand. The press comment touching 
on this vital issue published on page 1227 
of the ARMY AND NAvy JourNAL of Aug. 
12 affords a good example of the trend of 
Publie thought. 

This sentiment is growing so strong 


that even Messrs. Anthony. Sisson and 


nomene will be forced to take cognizance 
of it. 


Indecent Haste in Eliminating 
Officers 


CCORDING to the provisions of 
A the Army Appropriation act, 1,349 
officers must be eliminated frem 

the line of the Army by Dec. 31. 

A board of General officers has been 
appointed to pick out the officers who 
must go. From the day the board first 
met until its report must be submitted on 
Sept. 15 is twenty-two weeks less one day. 

Working eight hours a day and six 
days a week, the board will have a total 
of 62,800 minutes to pick out the 1,349 
officers. 

With the number of officers now in the 
Army, this gives an average of five min- 
utes to consider the record of each offi- 
cer; an average of five minutes to decide 
whether or not a man who has spent, say, 
fifteen years as an officer in the Army and 
fought through the World War will be 
allowed to continue as an officer or will 
be compelled to enter civil life. 


The New Mobility 


OBILITY and force have al- 
M ways determined military suc- 
cess. Mobility without force 
back of it can never win. Force without 
mobility is at a terrible disadvantage. 
The great question throughout the ages 
for all military commanders on land and 
sea has been how to get the proper com- 
bination of effort for any particular cir- 
cumstance. 

Such mobility as force may have can 
be taken advantage of only by knowing 
where to move and when. From the ear- 
liest times in warfare there have been 
many examples of the failure of the proper 
ecmbination of force and mobility, due to 
the lack of receipt of the necessary infor- 
mation at the right time. This was true 
primarily from the point of view of strat- 
egy. Technically, matters were simple. 

When armies were small and the com- 
manding officer could see not only the 
whole of his own army but all of that of 
the enemy, once they were in the pres- 
ence of each other, difficulties inherent to 
primitive means of communication were 
slight. An aide-de-camp could gallop to 
the necessary point with the desired mes- 
sage in a relatively short time. 

As armies grew in size the command- 
ing officer could not even see all parts of 
his own army, let alone the units of the 
enemy’s army. Means of communication 
not keeping pace in their development 
with the size of the armies, the technical 
situation became as difficult as the stra- 
tegical one had always been. This 
brought the period of combat which led to 
se much talk about the “fog of war.” 

When the last war commenced all 
armies were ‘using the telegraph and tele- 
phones, and even the wireless, but to rela- 
tively extremely limited extent. As the 
war went on, the tremendous need for 
liaison compelled greater and greater use 
of these means of communication. In 
many cases their use was hindered by 
ignorance of their possibilities. In some 
eases the conservatism always evident 
among professional men of all kinds oper- 
ated to prevent their exploitation. In 
many cases lack of material prevented 
their -fullest use. 

This war, like every other, plainly dem- 
onstrated the necessity for the fullest de- 
velopment of the means of communica- 
tion. In commercial life means of com- 
munication are used daily and hourly to 
an extent that never was dreamed of be- 
fore. New inventions and new methods 
of using old inventions are constantly be- 
ing thought out and put to practical pur- 
poses. In no country is this more true 
than in the United States. 

In this field as in that of arms new in- 
ventions only serve to stimulate the de- 


velopment of the old and to increase the 
number of means used to attain the same 
end. Field gun development has only 
served to accentuate the necessity for fur- 
ther development of the infantry arms. 
Wireless development use in the last war 
stimulated the use and development of tele- 
phones.

Japan Strengthens Navy But 
Keeps Within Treaty 


HE Japanese official denial “of re- 

I cent reports that Japan was evad- 

ing the Washington naval treaty 
by increasing construction of auxiliary 
vessels” seems to have been called forth 
by certain inaccuracies appearing in the 
American press. Some of our papers had 
made the implication that the Japanese 
light craft program constituted a treaty 
evasion. It does not. Japan has a per- 
fectly legal and moral right to build as 
many cruisers, destroyers and submarines 
as she chooses. 

The casual reader of the Japanese “de- 
nial” is likely to be misled into assuming 
that new construction by Japan of aux- 
iliary vessels is not contemplated. ‘The 
obscure wording is unfortunate. She does 
not deny the intention of building them. 
What she denies is any evasion of the 
treaty. This is an important difference 
which affects America greatly. 

We have no modern cruisers in the 
American Navy. Of the twenty-three 
carried on the Navy list the keel of the 
newest was laid seventeen years ago. Sev- 
eral of them were begun in 1890. Ten 
modern light cruisers are under construc- 
tion, and are the only replacements in 
sight for the twenty-three obsolete ves- 
sels. Japan is farther-sighted. She already 
pessesses fourteen first-line light cruis- 
ers, yet her building program provides for 
fifteen additional ones, which the recent 
announcement states to be for replace- 
ment purposes. There are but ten second- 
line cruisers carried on her lists. Mani- 
festly, a few years hence Japan will great- 
ly outmatch us in cruiser strength unless 
we begin additional construction soon. 

In the same way she will gain upon us 
in destroyer and submarine strength. For 
example, her building program calls for 
fifty destroyers compared with our three; 
and moreover we are just now laying up 
about 170 destroyers for lack of crews. 
In such a status the destroyers are sure 
to deteriorate rapidly, and we can count 
on them as being practically scrapped un- 
less Congress will make a substantial ad- 
dition to naval personnel soon. 

The American public does not seem to 
appreciate the big factor which these aux- 
iliary light craft constitute in determin- 
ing the aggregate naval strength of a fleet. 
Our people incline to consider that rela- 
tive naval strength is merely a ratio be- 
tween battleship strengths. This is far 
from the truth. The light craft are all 
but as essential as battleships. A well- 
balanced fleet will have approximately 
half its total strength in light craft. Not- 
withstanding a fixed ratio of 5 to 3 in 
battleships between the American and 
Japanese navies, the Japanese may easily 
reach parity in total strength, and more, 
by building a surplus ‘of auxiliary vessels. 
Should they do so before the next Confer- 
ence meets, they will have an air-tight 
argument for making their navy equal or 
superior to ours permanently. This 
merely by insisting on applying again the 
principle of limitation in the ratio of ex- 
isting strength, which principle the United 
States initiated and established at the 
last Conference. 


Political Significance of U.S. 
Mission to Brazil 


Tie decision of Brazil to invite the 
United States to send a naval mis- 
sion to advise and assist in the de- 
velopment of their navy is more than a 
compliment to the United States Navy. 
It must be taken also as an expression of 
political confidence in the United States 
as a nation; a justification of the Monroe 
Doctrine. The ultimate effects of our par- 
ticipation in Brazilian naval training are 
likely to be far-reaching. Pan-American 
naval solidarity is sure to become an im- 
portant element in world stability. 

When it became known that Brazil was 
considering the utilization of a fvreign 
naval mission the British, it is reported, 
exerted creat influence in favor of the mis- 
sion being made British. No corresponding 
American influence was brought to bear; 
yet after mature deliberation a United 
Stales mission was decided upon. 

The Brazilian naval authorities have 
had ample opportunity to estimate United 
States naval efficiency. United States 
officers have served on the faculty of their 
Naval War College for a number of years. 
Brazilian officers have studied in the 
United States and served on board our 
naval ships for long periods. Brazilian 
ships were stationed at Gibraltar during 
the late war and were able to compare 
British naval efficiency with United States 
neval efficiency. There can be no ques- 
tion as to the choice of a United States 
mission constituting a great compliment 
to the United States Navy. 

Yet in spite of their belief that the 
United States Navy is more scientific and 
more efficient than the British, the Bra- 
zilians would never have chosen a United 
States mission had they entertained any 
lingering doubts as to the essentially hon- 
est nature of American international pol- 
icies. 

For many years the Germans and others 
have studiously fostered a belief in Brazil, 
and in all Latin America, that the Monroe 
Doctrine was at bottom a predatory pol- 
icy. The expansion of the United States 
into Central America, and at least the 
northern part of South America, was con- 
sidered to be our prime underlying motive. 
For many years this was the general be- 
lief in that part of the world, and we took 
little pains to disabuse their minds. 

Commencing with Mr. Root’s tour 
around South America. during President 
ltoosevelt’s administration, we have sensi- 
bly exercised more tact and foresight with 
our South American neighbors. They be- 
gin now to understand us, especially since 
our conspicuously non-grab policy at Ver- 
sailles. We could have insisted logically 
there upon a share in the spoils. It would 
have been much to our advantage to have 
taken some German ships, some ex-Ger- 
man Pacific islands, some German money, 
ete We took nothing. Why, then, should 
the assumption be just that we covet ter- 
ritories in Central and South America? 
At least Brazil has acknowledged her 
faith in United States honesty. Others 
must follow. 

Pan-American naval solidarity will be 
an effective check upon aggression in 
America by either a Eurepean or Oriental 
power; and hence will promote world sta- 
bility to an important degree. 

Brazil, more than any other South 
American nation, is threatened by such 
aggression. Within her borders is a large 
colony of Germans who hold to their Ger- 
man affiliations. Germany is sure to re- 
cover her power within a few generations. 
The Japanese also have aimed to colonize 
on a large scale in Brazil. The British 
have endeavored to obtain a commercial 
monopoly over Brazil. Brazil and all 
Latin America are likely to need the sup- 
pert of the United States for many dec- 
ades to come. A united Pan-American 
front will successfully prevent any trans- 
oceanic aggression on this hemisphere,

Status of Divisions 
in National Guard 


The 37th National Guard Division of 
Ohio is rapidly approaching federal recog- 
nition. and the Guardsmen are confident 
that they will be the third National 
Guard division to be federalized, being 
preceded only by the 27th of New York 
and the 28th of Pennsylvania. 

The Ohio division now has 120 federally 
recognized units. With two more units 
the 37th Division will have reached the 
number required by the War Department. 

The Division of Wisconsin and 
Michigan comes next in the progress to- 
ward federal recognition. This division 
now has 109 units that have been recog- 
nized. The 38th of Indiana, Kentucky 
and West Virginia is making rapid prog- 
ress in this direction. The latest reports 
at the War Department give the 38th Di- 
vision ninety-five federally recognized 
units, while the 35th of Missouri, Ne- 
braska and Kansas is treading on its heels 
with ninety-four units. 

The 39th Division of Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and Florida has ninety- 
one units which have been federally recog- 
nized. The 33d Division of Illinois adds 
only seventy-five federally recognized 
units, which is a disappointment to the 
Militia Bureau. 

It was expected that Illinois would com- 
pete with the great states of New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio in the organiza- 
tion of federally recognized divisions. 

Despite the meager funds appropriated 
by Congress for the National Guard, Major 
General Rickards, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, is continuing his policy of en- 
couraging the organization of National 
Guard divisions. No effort is being made 
by the General to create any new army or 
corps troops, but rather to divert the ef- 
forts of state authorities to the organiza- 
tion of units that will fit in divisions. 


JUSTICE TO THE 
PENNSYLVNIA GUARD. 


The ArMy AND Navy JouRNAL has re- 
ceived a letter from Col. Augustus Drum 
Porter, who for many years served as an 
officer of the Pennsylvania and the New 
York National Guard, relative to an injus- 
tice done to the Pennsylvania National 
Guard, which it is hoped may be corrected. 

The letter from Colonel Porter, which 
is dated New York city, Aug. 15, 1922, 
says: 

Dear Sirs: 

One of the New York daily = meg publish- 
ing a news article recently, stating that the 
President is planning a commission to run 
the mines and roads, and showing what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did in similar circumstances 
in 1902, quotes from Joseph Bucklin Bishop's 
book ‘‘Theodore Roosevelt and His Time’’ as 
fellows: 

‘*The Governor of Pennsylvania had been 
appealed to and had sent Militia to the mines 
for the protection of life and property, but 
alihough there were in the later stages of the 
strike about 2,000 of these troops, they had 
shown themselves unable to put a stop to 
violence,’’ thus giving further and renewed 
circulation to the inaccurate and uninformed 
statements of the author of this book. 

is misinformation was pointed out at the 
time of the publication of this book some 
years ago, but apparently no correction was 
ever made; but now that the book is being 
used for reference as an authority, the great 
injustice done the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania is repeated. It therefore deserves 
correction in a Service paper of the authority 
of the Army and Navy Journal. 

I was in 1902 captain and aid on the staff 
of the brigadier -— commanding the Ist 
Brigade, National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
consisting of about 2.500 men. This brigade 
and the 3d Brigade, N.G.P., of about an equal 
number of men, were ordered to the anthra- 
cite coal regions of Pennsylvania for strike 
duty in the fall of 1902, and remained there 
about five weeks. 

It will be seen from this fact, that there 
were at least about 5,000 troops on duty, not 
2,000, as Mr. Bishop states. 

I was on active duty all the time my bri- 
gade was in the field, and remained with the 
brigade commander while the affected district 
was being patroled and policed, and until all 
the units were relieved and returned to their 
home station. 

Moreover, I wrote the report of the brigade 
commander covering this tour of duty which 
was accepted by him as his report almost 
verbatim; and was by him forwarded to the 
Governor of Pennsylvania; so I know whereof 
I speak. 

It is not true that these troops showed 
themselves ‘‘unable to put a stop to vio- 
lence.’ The National Guard of Pennsylvania 
upon every occasion that its services have 
been requisitioned, after the great Homestead 
strike in 1892 down to the present time, has 
been more than equal to any emergency, and 
has promptly, efficiently, and with every evi- 
dence of ¢g professional knowledge and 
experience restored peace, quiet and good 
order, and the occasion of 1902 was no ex- 
ception to the rule. 

In this instance some unlawful assemblages 
and some acts of violence were attempted, but 
they were either prevented or promptly 
avelled by the watchful and efficient Guards- 
men; and with the exception of isolated cases 
of sniping, little violence was even attempted 
aftes the arrival of the Pennsylvania troops, 
so great was the restraining and moral effect 
of their presence. 

If the balance of Mr. Bishop's book is as 
undependable in its facts and assertions as 
is this part, it is of no value as a record of 
events. The author should make the neces- 
sary correction and retract what amounts to 
@ calumny on a brave and efficient body of 
men. 

I trust you will do me the favor to pub- 
lish this as a long delayed act of justice to 
the citizen soldiers of a great state.

in your corps area to submit the names of 
officers and enlisted men whom they desire to 
recommend as suitable and available for at- 
tendance at service schools hereinafter desig- 
nated. You will, in turn, forward these recom- 
mendations to the Chief, Militia Bureau, with 
such remarks and recommendations as you may 
deem pertinent.

**Shave-tails.’’ 


Puzzled asks: “Where did the term 
‘shave-tail’ originate ard why is it applied 
t» young Army officers?” 

Answer: Tradition has it that back in 
the days of the Indian wars, the Army 
adopted the policy of shaving the tails of 
all newly-purchased mules. Consequently 
a shaved tail became the distinguishing 
feature by which a newly-arrived mule 
was recognized. Gradually the term was 
extended to include newly-commissioned 
sccond lieutenants, as it was implied that 
their newness was just as evident as the 
noticeable caudal appendage of the re- 
cruit-mule. 


Lack of Good Military Maps. 


Reservist writes: “I would like to se- 
cure large scale maps (at least 1:80,000) 
of Central Texas, Western Wyoming and 
Southern Utah. The commercial maps 
available either do not show contours or 
are not precise in detail, and the Geodetic 
Survey maps are drawn to too small a 
scale, Where can I secure copies of mili- 
tary maps, as I feel sure that maps suit- 
able for artillery work wil! give me the 
information I desire?” 

Answer: You have touched upon a sub- 
ject in which the United States is la- 
mentably behind the times. The lack of 
rroper maps is only another example of 
American military unpreparedness, and 
ene which would handicap our Army al- 
most unbelievably in the event of a con- 
flict fought at home. Our Artillery would 
be compelled to fire by the very inadequate 
maps of which you complain, and other 
arms would be similarly handicapped, at 
least until new ones on a large scale 
could be prepared. The preparation of 
maps, in the face of an active enemy would 
be both difficult and expensive. It is an 
unpalatable truth that there are no mili- 
tary maps, generally speaking, except 
those of a few limited localities surround- 
ing Army posts. The Geodetic Survey 
maps are the best available, but being 
prepared by civilians for civilian use are 
ret as applicable to military problems as 
could be desired. 


Longevity in the National Guard. 


E. M. 8. asks: Served in National 
Guard three years, in U.S. Marine Corps 
four years, in Army three years, and was 
first lieutenant in the war two years. Am 
now first lieutenant, Field Art., National 
Guard. Am I entitled to longevity of pay 
for my enlisted service? 

Answer: Although this specific question 
Las not been decided by the Comptroller 
General, it is not believed that he would 
rule in your favor. If you had been a 
member of the Regular Army on June 30, 
1222, you would have been entitled to 
count all enlisted and three-fourths of your 
National Guard service for longevity. 





Mexican Border Medal. 


Lieut., O.R.C., asks: (1) Served on the 
Mexican border with Co. I, Signal Corps, 
from 1912 to 1913. Am I entitled to cam- 
paign badge? (2) Has there been pub- 
lished a Cavalry Drill Regulation, later 
than 1917? s 

Answer: (1) A.R. 600-65, W.D., Jan. 
30, 1922, page 5, Section II, Par. L, pre- 
scribes that “Mexican Border Service 
Medal.—For Service: (1) In the National 
Guard, on the Mexican border, or else- 
where in the field, in 1916 or 1917, under a 
call of the President for Mexican border 
duty. (2) In the Regular Army, as a 
member of the Mexican border patrol, be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1916, and April 6, 1917. 
Service as an actual member of the Mexi- 
can border patrol is required; service at a 
station on the Mexican border is not suf- 
ficient. ‘The Mexican Border Service 
Medal will not be awarded to a person eli- 
gible to receive or who has received the 
Mexican Service Medal.” (2) A tenta- 
tive regulation in mimeographed form 
was issued to Cavalry troops about Oc- 
tober, 1921. The regulations are now in 
the hands of the Public Printer and are 
being printed in loose leaf form. As soon 
as printed, they will be issued to troops. 
Outside of this, nothing has been issued 
to Cavalry since 1917. 





SOME THOUGHTS ABOUT 
TRAINING AT CAMP DIX. 


The ghosts of the buildings of Camp 
Dix ring once more with the songs they 
used to know. Not five miles from the 
camp gentle men and women, who think 
that because they are gentle the rest of 
the world must =: be, are tacking 
up signs to poles—“No more war.” 

PBut in the old camp itself hundreds of 
young men from New York, New Jersey 
and Delaware are preparing themselves for 
war, should war come, and their songs 





ring as lustily as did those of the boys who 
seng them four years ago when, as a na- 
tion, we realized that war for a righteous 
cause is no disgraceful thing. 

To the professional officer or soldier 
warfare is not the aim of military train- 
ing. Those of us who know what war is 
do not wish war again. But no pretty 
signs pasted on trees are going to prevent 
war, no gentle speeches spoken in per- 
fumed assemblage are going to check the 
leaders of a predatory power who desire 
an increase of land or trade and so long 
as even one power remains without the 
fold of those who abhor war, so long then 
must the nations of the earth. prepare, not 
for war, but for peace, for after all is said 
and done the highwayman is certain to 
heve a great deal more respect for the 
weapon of the citizen than for the citi- 
zen’s power of speech. 

It is in the light of the need for pre- 
paratory training for war that the War 
Department established these camps as re- 
placement centers for the Organized Re- 
serve, that great skeleton of a veteran 
Army, which costing practically nothing, 
yet stands ready in case of need—an army 
not for war but for peace, for this coun- 
try, never aggressive, must at the same 
time maintain a guard for its wealth and 
its land. We have nearly half of the 
world’s gold in our coffers; we must pro- 
tect it, and the young men of the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps at Camp 
Dix and at half a hundred other camps 
throughout the country are giving this 
netion an economical Reserve force, cost- 
ing little but meaning just this: 

That if war does come we shall be pre- 
pared for it, that we shall maintain a 
ferce of citizens sufficiently large to make 
the invasion or attack of these shores no 
easy task and further that this need of 
preparedness means the saving of life, if 
war ever does come again—and come it 
will until the lion and the lamb do lie 
down together. 

Meanwhile the thousands of young men 
attending the camps are getting healthy 
coats of tan and are having a good time. 
They sing about their work and on their 
marches the songs that the veterans sung 
and by accepting military training for one 
month in these days when the fashion is to 
“forget the war” a 4 just this much the 
show to nations which covet our wealt 
tliat the youth of the United States, as al- 
vays, is willing to serve, not for war but 
for the peace that cometh to gentlemen 
unafraid and prepared to protect their 
rights and dignity, ready for battle when 
night attacks right, when wrong threat- 
ens to enslave or tyrannies or half-mad 
zealots threaten to enslave the world.

Reservists Association 
Making Good Progress 


Col. John Sewart will have a gratify- 
ing report to submit to the organization 
committee of the Reserve Officers’ Asgo- 
ciation when it meets at his office, 618

All of the Infantry divisions have been 
heard from, or at least officers in the divi- 
sions, and about half of them have elected 
delegates to the convention. 

Most of the names are now on file in 
Colonel Stewart's office. With them are 
enthusiastic letters indicating that there 
is widespread interest in the convention, 
which will be held in Washington on Oct. 
2, 3 and 4. 

The plan of getting in touch with Re 
serve officers through the chiefs of staff 
of the divisions has proved satisfactory. 
Most of the chiefs of staff have taken 
to get in communication with the local 
organizations of Reserve officers who have 
or are electing delegates. 

When the organization committee took 
up the work of bringing together a na- 
tional association it found that it was im- 
possible to obtain a list of the local or- 
ganizations. In the camps this summer 
the chiefs of staff have been able to sub- 
mit to Reserve officers the plans of the or- 
ganization committee. In a number of 
camps preliminary steps were taken to 
organize and elect delegates. In others 
calls for local meetings were issued and 
the results were sent to Colonel Stewart 
through the chiefs of staff. 

After the organization is perfected the 
chiefs of staff will be relieved of this work. 
Then communications will go direct to 
the national headquarters from state and 
local organizations.

National Defense Act 


The text of the bill prepared at the re- 
quest of the Secretary of War. for amend- 
ments in the National Defense act to bring 
its National Guard and Reserves pro- 
visions in conformity with the Pay act of 
June 10, 1922, follows. This measure was 
introduced in the Senate on Aug. 7, as 
told in this paper Aug. 12, page 1226. 

S. 3890, Mr. Wadsworth.—To amend Na- 
tional Defense act. 


That the second paragraph of Sec. 5 of the 
National Defense act be amended to read: 


General Staff Eligibles. 


‘‘After the completion of the initial General 
Staff Corps eligible list, tue name of no ofticer 
shall be added thereto unless upon graduation 
from the General Staff School he is specifically 
recommended as qualified for Generai Stan 
duty, and hereafter no officer of tne General 
Staff Corps, except the Chief of Staff, shall be 
assigned as a member of the War Department 
General Staff unless he is a graduate of the 
General Staff College or his name is borne on 
the initiai eligible list: Provided, That the 
name of any National Guard or Reserve officer 
who has demonstrated by actual service with 
the War Department General Staff during a 
period of not less tuan six months, as herein- 
after provided for, that he is qualified for 
General Staff duty, may, upon the recom- 
mendation of a board consisting of the general 
officers of the War Department General Staff, 
assistants to the Chief of Staff, be added to 
said eligible list at any time. The Secretary 
of War shall publish annually the list of oft- 
cers eligible for General Staff duty, and such 
eligibility shall be noted in the annual Army 
Register. If at any time the number of ofh- 
cers available and eligible for detail to the 
General Staff is not sufficient to fill all vacan- 
cies thetein, majors or captains may be de- 
tailed as acting General Staff officers under 
such regulations as the President may pre 
scribe: Provided, That in order to insure in- 
telligent co-operation between the General 
Staff andthe several non-combatant branches, 
ofticers such branches may be detailed as 
additio members of the General Staff Corps 
under such special regulations as to eligibility 
and redetail as may be prescribed by the 
President, but not more than two officers from 
each sach branch shall be detailed as members 
of the War Department General Staff.’’ 


* Officers’ Reserve Corps Organization. 


Sec. 2. That Sec. 37 of National Defense act 
be amended to read: 

**See. 37. Officers’ Reserve Corps: For the 
purpose of providing a reserve of officers avail- 
able for military service when needed there 
shall be organized an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
consisting of general officers of sections cor- 
responding to the varieus branches of the 
Regular Army, and of such additional sections 
as the President may direct. The grades in 
each section and the number in each grade 
shall be as the President may prescribe. Re- 
serve officers shall be appointed and commis- 
sioned by the President alone, except general 
officers, who shall be appointed by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. Ap- 
pointment in every case shall be for a period 
of five years, but an appointment in force at 
the outbreak of war or made in time of war 
shall continue in force until six months after 
its termination. Any Reserve officer may be 
discharged at any time in the discretion of 
the President. A Reserve officer appointed 
during the existence of a state of war shall be 
entitled to discharge within six months after 
its termination if he makes application there- 
for. In time of peace a Reserve officer must 
at the time of his appointment be a citizen 
of the United States or of the Philippine Is- 

, between the ages of 21 and 60 years. 
Any person who has been an officer of the 
Army at ony time between April 6, 1917, and 
June 30, 1919, or an officer of the Regular 
Army at any time may be appointed as a 
Reserve officer in the highest grade which he 
held in the Army or any lower grade. Any 
Person co med in the National Guard 
and recognized as a National Guard officer by 
the Secretary of War may upon his own appli- 
eation be appointed as a Reserve officer in the 
grade held him in the National Guard. No 
other person shall in time of peace be origi- 
nally appointed af a Reserve officer of Infan- 
try, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, 
or Air Service in a grade above that of second 
lieutenant. In time of peace appointments in 
the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast 
Artillery, and Air Service shall be limited to 
former officers of the Army, officers of the 
National Guard recognized as such by the See- 
retary of War, graduates of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps, as provided in Sec. 47b 
hereof, warrant officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army, National Guard, and En- 
listed Reserve Corps, and persons who served 
in the Army at some time between April 6 
1917, and Noy. 11, 1918. Promotions and 
transfers shall be made under such rules as 
may be prescribed by the President, and shall 
be heaed so far as practicable upon recom- 
mendations made in the established chain of 
command. So far as practicable Reserve offi- 
cers shall be assigned to units in the locality 
of their places of residence. Nothing in this 
act shall operate to deprive a Reserve officer 
of the Reserve commission he now holds. Any 
Reserve officer may hold a commission in the 
National Guard without thereby vacating his 
Reserve commission.’’

Militia Bureau Duty. 


Sec. 4. That Sec. 81 of the National Defense 
act be amended to read: 

‘See. 81. Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment: The Militia Division of the War 
Department shall hereafter be known as the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department. After 
Jan. 1, 1921, the Chief of the Militia Bureau 
shall be appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, by 
selection from lists of present and former 
National Guard officers, recommended by the 
governors of the several states and territories 
as suitable for such appointment, who hold 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
and have had ten or more years’ commissioned 
service in the National Guard, at least five of 
in the line, and who have 
attained at least the grade of major. He 
shall hold office for four years, unless sooner 
removed for cause, and shall have the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a major general of the 
Regular Army during his tenure of office, but 
shall not be entitled to retirement or retired 
pay. While serving as chief his Reserve com- 
mission shall continue in force and shall not 
be terminated except for cause assigned. Until 
the chief is appointed, as provided in this 
section, the President may assign an officer of 
the Regular Army, not below the grade of 
colonel, to perform the duties of chief. For 
duty in the Militia Bureau and for the in- 
struction of the National Guard the President 
shall assign such number of officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army as he may 
deem necessary. He may also assign for duty 
in the Militia Bureau three officers who hold 
or have held commissions in the National 
Guard and who at the time of assignment are 
Reserve officers, and any such officer while so 
assigned shall receive out of the whole fund 
appropriated for the support of the National 
Guard the pay and allowances provided in the 
Pay Readjustment act of June 10, 1922, for 
officers of the National Guard when authorized 
by. law to receive Federal pay. The President 
may also assign, with their consent, and within 
the limits of the appropriations previously 
made for this specific purpose, not exceeding 
500 officers of the National Guard, who hold 
Reserve commissions, to duty with the Regular 
Army in addition to those attending service 
schools, and while so assigned they shall re- 
ceive the pay and allowances authorized in the 
preceding: sentence, to be paid out of the 
whole fund appropriated for the support of 
the Militia.’’ 


Service School Attendance. 


See. 5. That Sec. 99, National Defense act, 
be amended to read: 

‘*See. 99. National Guard officers and men 
at service schools, etc.: Under such regulations 
as the President may prescribe, the Secretary 
of War may, upon the recommendation of the 
governor of any state or territory or the 
commanding general of the National Guard of 
the District of Columbia, authorize a limited 
number of selected officers or enlisted men 
of the National Guard to attend and pursue a 
regular course of study at any military service 
school of the United States, except the U.S. 
Military Academy, or to be attached to an 
organization of the same arm, corps, or de- 
partment to which such officer or enlisted man 
shall belong, for routine practical instruction 
at or near an Army post during a period of 
field training of other outdoor exercises; and 
any such officer shall receive out of any Na- 
tional Guard allotment of funds available for 
the purpose, the pay and allowances provided 
in the Pay Readjustment act of June 10, 1922, 
for officers of the National Guard when au- 
thorized by law to receive Federal pay and 
the travel allowances provided in Sec. 12 
thereof, and any such enlisted man shall re- 
ceive therefrom, except as otherwise provided 
in Sec. 14 of the Pay Readjustment act of 
June 10, 1922, the same pay and allowances, 
including allowances for quarters, subsistence, 
and travel to which an enlisted man of the 
Regular Army of like grade would be entitled 
for attending such school, college, or practical 
course of instruction under orders from proper 
military authority, while in actual attendance 
at such school, college. or practical course of 
instruction, and for the necessary period of 
travel from and to his home station.’’ 


Drill Pay of National Guard. 


Sec. 6. That Sec. 110, National Defense act, 
be amended to read: 

**See. 110. Pay for National Guard enlisted 
men: Each enlisted man belonging to an or- 
ganization of the National Guard, other than 
enlisted men of the sixth and seventh grades, 
shall receive compensation at the rate of one- 
thirtieth of the initial monthly pay of his 
grede in the Regular Army for each drill or- 
dered for his organization where he is officially 
present and in which he participates for not 
less than one and one-half hours, not exceed- 
ing eight in any one calendar month and not 
exceeding sixty drills in one year: Provided, 
That no enlisted man shall receive any pay 
under the provisions of this section for any 
month in which he shall have attended less 
than sixty per cent. of the drills or other 
exercises prescribed for his organization: Pro- 
vided further, That the proviso contained in 
See. 92 of this act shall not operate to pre- 
vent the payment of enlisted men actually 
present at any dulv ordered drill or other 
exercise: And provided further, That periods 
of any actual military duty equivalent to the 
drills herein prescribed (except those periods 
of service for which members of the National 
Guard may become lawfully entitled to the 
same pay as officers and enlisted men of the 





corresponding grades in the Regular Army) 
may be accepted as service in lieu of such 
= ls when so provided by the Secretary of 
yar 


**All amounts appropriated for the purpose 
of this and the last preceding section shall be 
disbursed and accounted for by the officers 
and agents of the Finance Department of the 
Army, and all disbursements under the fore- 
going provisions of this section shall be made 
as soon as practicable after March 31, June 
30, Sept. 30, and Dec. 31 of each year upon 
payrolls prepared and authenticated in the 
manner to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War: Provided, That stoppages may be made 
against the compensation payable to any offi- 
cer or enlisted man hereunder to cover the 
cost of public property lost or destroyed by 
and chargeable to such officer or enlisted man. 

‘*Except as otherwise specifically provided 
herein no money appropriated under the pro- 
visions of this or the last preceding section 
shall be paid to any person not on the active 
list, nor to any person over 64 years of age, 
nor to any person who shall fail to qualify as 
to fitness for military service under such 
regulations as the Secretary of War shall pre- 
scribe, nor to any state, territory, or district. 
or officer or enlisted man in the National Guard 
thereof unless and until such state, territory, 
or district provides by law that staff officers, 
including officers of the Finance, Inspection, 
Quartermaster, and Medical Departments here- 
after appointed shall have had previous mili- 
tary experience and shall hold their positions 
until they shall have reached the age of 64 
years, unless retired prior to that time by 
reason of resignation, disability, or for cause 
to be determined by a court-martial legally 
convened for that purpose, and that vacancies 
among said officers shall be filled by appoint 
ment from the officers of the Militia of such 
state, territory, or district.’’ 


ACTIVITIES AT VARIOUS 
CITIZENS’ TRAINING CAMPS. 


C.M.T.C., Montauk, N.Y. 


What is believed to be a record in the 
U.S. Army for completely equipping, ex- 
amining physically and feeding a body of 
troops, was accomplished at C.M.T. camp 
headquarters at Montauk, Long Island, 
NY., according to announcement just 
made by Col. Wright Smith, camp com- 
mander of the 1st Field Artillery Brigade, 
in camp there at Camp Welsh. 

In seven hours’ time approximately 600 
training camp candidates had arrived in 
camp, were physically examined by Maj. 
F. M. Fitts, Med. Corps, and passed on to 
the quartermaster, who fully equipped 
them. The men were then sent to their 
betteries, issued bedding, bunks and as- 
signed to tents. 

Ten minutes later the 600 were at mess 
over a cooked meal consisting of steak 
and onions, creamed corn, mashed pota- 
toes, bread and butter, coffee and cream, 
and sliced pineapple. 

Maj. F. M. Fitts, camp medical officer 
of the training camp, announced that out 
of approximately 600 students applying 
for final physical examination, only five 
were rejected. 

Battery F. C.M.T.C., defeated Battery 
D. their neighbors, in baseball Aug. 6. 
The final score was six runs to four.

The Engineer and Cavalry Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps began their sum- 
mer training on Aug. 2 at Camp Dix, N.J., 
450 students from New York, New Jer- 
s¢y and Delaware comprising the quota of 
the two camps.

Camp Custer News. 


Gen. George V. H. Moseley, camp com- 
mander; Gen. Milton Foreman and Gen. 


Carlos E. Black, Illinois National Guard, 
reviewed the troops of Camp Custer on 
Wednesday afternoon, Aug. 9. In addi- 
tion to the Regular troops, the 121st 
Field Artillery, 123d Field Artillery and 
the 202d Artillery Anti-aircraft (Na- 
ticnal Guard), and the 3,000 
students passed the reviewing stand. The 
National Guardsmen were in good condi- 
tion from their fifteen days’ training in 
the camp and the C.M.T.C. students, 
though they have been in training only 
one week, made a good appearance. 

The twenty-five hour course in musketry 
given under the direction of Lieut. E. H. 
Crouch was completed on Saturday by a 
test in which all Infantry units of the 
Regular Army participated in a very in- 
teresting problem. 

Three squads from each company en- 
tered the contest and were graded on the 
way they deployed, advanced, took cover, 
and the number of hits made on the tar- 
get. Companies K and L had only one 
squad each, so they were combined into a 
two-squad platoon. This platoon was 
given a total score of 287 while the near- 
est platoon to them made a total score 
of seventy-two. * 

Col. 8S. B. Fiske, office War Plans and 
Training, Washington, visited the camp 
on Saturday and was much impressed 
with the method employed in the prelim- 
inary instruction of musketry. It is be- 
lieved the system used here will be adopted 
in all camps next year.

Proposed Legislation for 
Officers’ Reserve Corps 


At a meeting of the Seattle Sector of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, a resolution 
was passed to ascertain the opinion of 
other sectors with a view to obtaining Con- 


gressional legislation providing for an 
annual retainer fee, initial clothing allow- 
ance, medical and surgical care at Govern- 
ment institutions to both commissioned 
and enlisted personnel. Should the reply 
of other sectors be favorable to the above, 
to formulate some means whereby con- 
certed action could be had and pressure 
brought to bear on Congress to further 
same. 

The Seattle Sector, asking for sugges- 
tions from all other sectors, says: 

“We feel that Congress and the people 
must be made to realize that the success 
of the Reserve and the protection of the 
country depends to a large extent upon 
the morale of the officers and men of the 
Reserve Corps. The present status is 
very unsatisfactory. Uniforms of the offi- 
cers are shabby and worn out and out- 
grown in many instances. Uniform regu- 
lations have been recently changed. New 
belts, sabers and much new and additional 
equipment is required. Many officers eli- 
gible to the Reserves will not come in un- 
der present conditions, partly on account 
of the great expense in purchasing new 
uniforms which may be worn only when 
on active duty. We feel that a clothing 
allowance of $150 to $200 should be made 
to each officer in the Reserves. 

“A room or hall for a permanent meet- 
ing place with books and other literature 
should be maintained by the Government 
m each locality. In Seattle we have a 
splendid place to meet, furnished by the 
state through the National Guard, but 
some sectors are not so fortunate, but this 
is the least important of all of our re- 
quirements. 

“There are many expenses pertaining to 
wembership in the Reserves, such as. 
equipment, text and reference books, train- 
ing manuals, ete. These books used dur- 
ing the war are now obsolete. Carfare, 
postage and many incidental expenses 
amount to considerable each year. Offi- 
cers sitting on boards should receive pay 
of their grade and be placed on active 
duty status. Several of our officers have 
ut great expense to themselves been com- 
pelled to serve the Government without 
eny compensation. This refers to out-of- 
town meetings. 

“This sector considers that it should be 
the duty of the Government to keep its 
Reserves in physical condition ready for 
any emergency. Medical care should be 
given to all Reserves. 

“The War Department constantly re- 
fers to the patriotism and public spirit of 
its officers of the Reserves. We know the 
officers at heart are patriotic and are will- 
ing to do much, as they have in the past, 
but it is expecting too much to require a 
man to neglect his family and business 
constantly without remuneration. Men 
eligible for enlisted personnel of Reserves, 
varticularly those who are married, have 
been asked their opinion and their in- 
variable reply is, ‘Cannot afford to take 
(nforced vacation, loss of employment pay 
and accept small pay in lieu thereof. Also 
vrefer to pass vacation with my family.’ 

“In order to make the Reserve move- 
ment a success, and to keep the Reserves 
ready at all time for instant action, it is 
uceessary that it be placed on a similar 
footing with the National Guard, so far 
is pay is concerned. We consider that 
iegislation along this line is just, sensible 
and necessary. 

“We know that the Government of the 
United States does not desire to be in 
competition with merchants, physicians, 
ete. We believe, however, that the small 
amount of money and the slight additional 
work and the relatively small amount of 
commissary supplies which would be used 
would tend to raise the morale of the Re- 
serves and to keep the Reserve officers in 
better spirits and in readiness for any 


emergency.”

Article IV. 
GAS CLOUDS AND GAS SHELL. 


A short time prior to the first gas at- 
tuck made by the Germans in April, 1915, 
word reached the British through a Ger- 
man deserter that the German army was 
making plans to use a cloud of poisonous 
gas against its enemy. As such a thing 
had never been heard of before, and as the 
use of a gas was contrary to the terms of 
The Hague treaty, which the Germans 
had signed, no credence was given to the 
story. The information was true, how- 
ever, and the results of this first attack 
are now known to all. 

Modern chemical warfare had begun 
developing from this rather crude method 
of sending gas over in clouds, passed 
through the various stages until it be- 
came one of the most efficient weapons of 
the war. 

Chlorine was first used, but as the Al- 
lied forces had developed protection 
against it in their masks a more deadly 
substance — phosgene — was produced by 
the Germans. This agent, which has for 
its chemical name carbonyl chloride, is a 
liquid at low temperatures and at ordi- 
nary temperatures comes out of a cylin- 
cer very slowly. It was, therefore, mixed 
with chlorine in about equal quantities 
in order that it might be expelled and 
form its cloud quickly. The cylinder form 
of attack was most successful in the early 
stages of chemical warfare and caused 
many casualties until adequate means of 
alarm and protection had been developed 
to combat it. 


Objections to Cloud Gas. 





The military objections to the cloud gas 
were several. In the first place, cylinders 
used were very heavy and difficult to trans- 
port. When they had been brought up to 
the front it became necessary to do much 
work in installing them. In addition to 
the labor involved in digging them in, 
there was also the fact that considerable 
noise was made which gave away the na- 
ture of the operation. Inasmuch as se- 
crecy and surprise were important factors 
in the success of a cloud gas operation, it 
gradually became difficult, as the enemy 
began to learn the characteristic sounds 
preceding a gas attack, to obtain the suc- 
eess of the earlier ones. Moreover, the 
gases that could be used were limited to 
not more than four or five, and protection 
with the -gas mask could be obtained 
against these even at that time. Finally, 
the cloud attacks were almost wholly de- 
pendent upon weather conditions. Con- 
sequently an effort was made by both sides 
to develop some other form of gas warfare. 
This resulted in the filling of artillery shell 
with chemical agents and the use of gas 
in grenades, gas projectors and mortars. 

In the latter part of the war, when the 
use of cloud gas had almost come to be 
considered a thing of the past, lighter cyl- 
inders were devised by the British and by 
the Americans. These could be carried 
up to the front on the back of a man and 
required no digging in. It was planned to 
use large numbers of them in the 191% 
campaign, and undoubtedly cloud gas 
would have been used to advantage had 
the war not ended when it did. 

The American portable cylinder con- 
sists of a light stee] container eight inches 
in diameter and eighteen inches high, 
weighing about twenty-one pounds com- 
plete. It is equipped with two hooks cov- 
ered by leather pads that fit over a man’s 
shoulder and can also be used to support 
the cylinder as it rests on the ground or 
to hang it on the side of a trench. A three- 
quarter-inch syphon tube is connected to a 
“Y” valve which is screwed into the adap- 
ter of the cylinder. The tube extends 
ng 
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down to within about an inch of the bot- 
tom and through it passes the liquified gas, 
which is forced out the nozzle by the pres- 
sure within the cylinder when the valve 
is opened. ‘There is being developed at 
the present time an attachment by which 
the gas can be released from the cylinder 
by electricity. This device has a silencer, 
which reduces the noise of emission to a 
minimum. By employing electrical means 
a large number of cylinders may be fired 
simultaneously. 

The development of such a_ portable 
cylinder, together with improved methods 
for releasing the gas by electricity, make 
it necessary to take into account the great 
danger from cloud gas attacks in the fu- 
ture. All plans for defense against this 
form of gas attack will have to be made. 
In this country the Army has given up 
the use of toxic gases in training or for 
use in offense, in accordance with the 
agreements of the Arms Conference, but 
cylinders have been devised containing 
tear gas which will prove most efficient 
in quelling internal disturbances where it 
is necessary that no permanent casualties 
be caused. 


Artillery Shell Gas. 


In the case of Artillery shell the choice 
of gases that can be used is many. No 
specially trained gun crew is required. 
The gas may be put down accurately on 
a target, which may be miles away, and 
in concentrations sufficient to create the 
desired effect. The direction and velocity 
of the wind are of no particular impor- 
tance and there is practically no danger 
to friendly troops. In the earlier part of 
the war the gases were filled directly into 
empty shrapnel or high explosive shells, 
although later special shells were devised 
for gas by certain of the belligerents.

Portable Gas Cylinder. 
The first agents that were used in ar- 
tillery shell were tear gases or lachryma- 
tors. These were all liquids or solids and 


were not true gases. Vapors or finely di- 
vided particles arose from them, causing 
irritation which temporarily closed the 
cyes. The tear gases were very efficient 
and much cheaper to use than other 
forms, although they did not kill. Their 
use demanded the wearing of a mask and 
the consequent hampering of the enemy’s 
movement which this entailed. It has 
been calculated that one pound of a tear 
gas is equal to from 500 to 1,000 pounds 
of other gases when the only thing de- 
sired is to force the enemy to wear the 
mask. The economy of this form of chem- 
ical agent is therefore apparent. 

On July 12, 1917, at Ypres shells con- 
taining mustard gas were first used by 
the Germans. This substance, which is 
a heavy, oily liquid having the odor of 
garlic or onions, not only attacks the eyes 
and the lungs, but also burns the skin. It 
was used only in the artillery shell and is 
perhaps the most efficient agent that has 
ever been employed for producing casual- 
ties in warfare.

Article IV. 
ARMY TELEPHONE SERVICE. 


Telephone service for the Army is di- 
vided into two broad classes. First, the 
operation and maintenance of post tele- 
phone systems permanently installed at 
posts, camps and other activities of the 
Army; second, the tactical uses of the tel- 
ephone, which are field lines of communi- 
cation for war purposes and maneuvers. 
This article will cover the first subdivi- 
sion with regard to a general description 
of the systems and the training of per- 
sonnel for operation and maintenance. 
The second subdivision will be taken up 
in a later article. 

A post telephone system comprises, in 
general, a central office at which are locat- 
ed the switchboard. batteries and accessory 
equipment used for connecting the various 
telephones comprising the systems to each 





other and to stations or telephones located 
outside the post. The various stations or 
telephones in the system are connected to 
the switchboard by means of wires and 
cables, the latter being divided into what 
is known as aerial cable which is support- 
ed on poles or buildings and underground 
cable in fiber or tile duct buried eighteen 
inches below the surface of the ground. 
Access to the cable is obtained by means 
of man-holes located at various points 
along the route followed by the cable. The 
end of the cable furthest from the switch- 
board is terminated at terminals located 
on poles or inside buildings at such locali- 
ties as to serve several telephones from 
each terminal. The telephones, in turn, 
are connected to the terminals by means 
of wire lines. To provide connections be- 
tween telephones located on the post and 
commercial stations outside the post, cable 
or wire lines designated “trunk lines’ are 
constructed from the post switchboard to 
the central office of the commercial tele- 
phone company serving the locality in 
which the post is located. 

A complete record of the post system 
is maintained at the central office or vicin- 
ity to facilitate repairs, connections and 
changes to the system. 

lost systems at permanent Army posts 
or interior posts are, in general, govern- 
ment-owned and operated and maintained 
by the Signal Corps. The systems at tem- 
porary or semi-permanent camps are in 
some instances government-owned and in 
others owned by the telephone company 
on a rental basis to the government. In 
the latter systems the rental basis may 
provide for government operation and 
maintenance or for government operation 
with maintenance by the telephone com- 
pany. 

Prior to the World War the number of 
post telephone systems owned and oper- 
ated by the Signal Corps did not exceed 
seventy-five, the largest system having 
approximately 300 telephones. The latest 
information obtainable shows at present 
a total of 157 post telephone systems, com- 
prising 19,000 stations. which handle 
monthly approximately 5,100,000 calls. 
The largest system is located at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas. and comprises a fifteen- 
position switchboard, serving 1,062 sta- 
oe with a daily calling rate of 14,000 
cals, 

The personnel required for the opera- 
tion and maintenance of these systems is 
approximately 570 enlisted men, and as the 
apparatus and equipment installed are of 
the latest modern types, the training of 
this personnel, in order that they can func- 
tion efficiently, must naturally be of the 
very highest class. The Signal School at 
Camp Alfred Vail, N.J., trains men for 
replacement of losses among the operators 
and maintenance personnel and also for a 
reserve to be used in emergencies. The 
course at the school is divided into four 
subdivisions: switchboard operating, tele- 
phone repairmen and cable splicing, line- 
men and telephone electricians. 

The men to be instructed in switchboard 
operating receive this in the wire commu- 
nication course and are given instruction 
in operating the various types of switch- 
boards in use by the Signal Corps. They 
are also taught to make minor repairs to 
such switchboard equipment. This course 
also covers the handling of various kinds 
of calls. both local and long distance, 


traffic rules and regulations for opera- 
tion of the switchboard. 
The telephone repairmen and cable 


splicers are instructed in the manner of 
installing and making repairs to tele- 
phones, outside wires, aerial and under- 
ground cables. In connection with this 
they are given sufficient elements of elec- 
tricity to understand the fundamentals in- 
volved in making repairs on circuits and 
telephone apparatus. 

Telephone linemen are given instruction 
in various methods of telephone pole line 
construction, and on completion of the 
course are able to lay out, construct and 
maintain all types of outside pole lines 
used by the Signal Corps. In connection 
with their instruction specifications in use 
by the commercial companies are followed 
as closely as practicable in order that the 
work will conform to standard commer- 
cial practice. 

The course given to telephone electri- 
cians includes that given to telephone re- 
pairmen and cable splicers and telephone 
linemen. In addition, they are instructed 
in the installation, operation and mainte- 
nance of all types of switchboards, mag- 
neto and common battery, together with 
the apparatus, including a course in gas 
engines and storage batteries. From each 
year’s electrician class the most capable 
men are selected to be given an additional 
year’s course of a higher order than that 
which they have completed. This includes 
automatic telephony, telegraphy, toll test 
boards, including composite and simplex 
apparatus, together with their application 
to telephone and telegraph lines. Upon 
the completion of this advanced course the 
students are fully qualified for all branches 
of telephony and telegraphy.

Interpretation of Clothing Regulations.— 
The following decision of the War Department 
affecting clothing settlements of enlisted men 
is published for the information and guidance 
of all concerned: 

Q. Can a soldier make a saving on his initial 
allowance? 

A. Prior to July 1, 1922, the only saving 
which could be made by an enlisted man on 
his initial allowance was the difference in price 
between the cost of new articles and the cost 
of reclaimed articles, if reclaimed articles were 
originally issued, 

Q. Upon re-enlistment is it obligatory that 
a soldier keep all serviceable c'othing and have 
it recharged as class B, or can he draw ar 
entire class A outfit if he so. desires? 

A. Upon re-enlistment all clothing in the 
possession of the enlisted man which fulfils the 
requirements as to serviceability should be 
entered on his individual equipment record. 
Form 637, but no charge showld be made for 
an’ of the clothing, except uniform outer cloth- 
ting, as described in Par. 15-b, Sec. IV, Army 
Regulations 615-40, and that should be charged 
at fifty per cent. of the cost price. See also 
Par. 1l-e (2), See. 3, A.R. 615-40. 

Attention is also invited to Par. 28, Sec. 5, 
A.R. 615-40, and no decisions or settlements 
dated prior to July 1, 1922, shall be affected 
by the above.

The Consular Association entertained at din. 
ner last week at the Washington Country Club. 
Charles OC. Eberhardt, president of the associa- 
tion—also consul general at large for Eastern 
Asia, including the Straits Settlements, Aus- 
tralia, Ocenia and the islands of the Pacific— 
presided. Director Wilbur J. Carr attended; 
also all of the consuls general at large who are 
now in Washington attending the consular con- 
ference. Dinner was served on the veranda and 
a number of interesting speeches were made, 
The first dinner given by the association was 
held at this same clubhouse in 1918, and wag 
presided over by Ralph J. Totten, the first presi- 
dent of the association and now consul general 
at large for Europe. 


The ‘‘Gentlemen’s Agreement’’ with Japan. 


Another opportunity for the State Department 
to put its diplomacy to the test has been sug- 
gested by Congressman Isaac Siegel of the House 
Immigration Committee, who finds that the “‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement” with Japan governing the 
entry of Japanese students to the United States 
is permitting more than twice as many Japanese 
to enter annually as would be permitted under 
the letter of the immigration law. It will be 
recalled that the Dillingham law restricts im- 
migration from any country to the United States 
to three per cent. of the number of its people 
already represented here. But the earlier 
understanding with Japan has been permitted 
to govern with respect to student entrants. 

Congressman Siegel does not attach any blame 
to the Japanese Government or officials for 
this condition of affairs, but he says: “To be 
satisfactory the new diplomatic agreement with 
Japan would have to place much more stringent 
restrictions on travel into the United States for 
business or study. Many of those arriving as 
students are not students. Japanese officials 
are obliged to issue passports for those putting 
themselves forward as students and our in- 
spectors are compelled to admit these students. 
The whole student question will have to be re- 
vised, because students cannot arrive from other 
countries after their quotas have been filled. 
This has been a matter of protest by Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler and the presidents of 
many other universities, because it constitutes 
a discrimination in favor of Japanese and 
against other nations. It is our hope that the 
whole matter will be settled by diplomacy be- 
eause an act forbidding the immigration of per- 
sons ineligible to be citizens would be aimed 
directly at Japan and would be bitterly resented 
there. It would, at least, undo much of the 
good feeling which was produced at the dis- 
armament conference.” 


Arbitration with Norway Begins. 

All the American members of the arbitral 
tribunal which is to discuss the question of cer- 
tain requisitions of Norwegian vessels made by 
the U.S. Emergency Fleet Corporation during 
the war are reported to have arrived at The 
Hague. The Norwegian government claims 
compensation in behalf of Norwegian subjects 
in the amount of $15,000,000. The Emergency 
Fleet Corporation requisitioned ships under con- 
struction and materials and commitments for 
materials appertaining thereto. ‘The govern- 
ment of Norway maintains on behalf of certain 
Norwegian shipowners that the corporation also 
requisitioned the contracts tnder which these 
ships were being constructed. This is denied 
by the U.S. Government, and it constitutes the 
principal bone of contention. 3

Welles to Santo Domingo. 

Sumner Welles, who resigned as chief of the 
Latin-American Division of the Department of 
State last March, has been appointed by the 
President Commissioner, with the rank of Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, ‘‘to 
represent him in the Dominican Republic for 
the purpose of investigating and reporting upon 
political conditions in the Dominican Republic, 
and for the purpose of ascertaining the views 
of the Dominican people with respect to an ap- 
propriate agreement with the Government of the 
United States as a result of which the military 
forces of the United States may be withdrawn 
from the Dominican Republic.” 





Advance the Rogers Bill. 

The “unfinished business” of the House of 
Representatives at the time of its adjournment 
included the Rogers bill for the reorganization 
of the foreign service, which got as far as the 
calendar. It is hardly probable that this bill 
will be taken up for debate by the House at 
this session, but the period from now until the 
adjournment of Congress as a who'e this fall 
might be very profitably spent by the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs in holding hear- 
ings on the Rogers bill. Secretary Hughes and 
many others interested in the reorganization of 
our foreign service have approved the provisions 
carried in the Rogers measure, and if the views 
of experts on the subject could be laid before 
the Congress at its next session the bill would 
be materially advanced. There is little excuse 
for dallying with a measure so necessary and 
with respect to which agreement is so general.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 3891, Mr. Shortridge—That Sec. 4756, 
Revised Statutes, be further amended to read: 

‘*Sec. 4756. There shall be paid out of the 
naval pension fund to every person who, from 
age or infirmity, is disabled from sea service, 
but who has served as an enlisted person or 
as an appointed petty officer, or both, in the 
Navy or Marine Corps for the period of twenty 
years and not been discharged for misconduct, 
in lieu of being provided with a home in the 
Naval Asylum, Philadelphia, if he so elects, a 
sum equal to one-half the pay of his rating 
at the time he was discharged, plus the pres- 
ent allowance for quarters, clothing, and ra- 
tions granted enlisted men retired after thirty 
years’ service, to be paid him quarterly, under 
the direction of the Commissioner of Pensions; 
and applications for such pension shall be 
made to the Secretary of the Navy. who, upon 
being satisfied that the applicant comes within 
the provisions of this section, shall certify 
the same to the Commissioner of Pensions, 
and such certificate shall be his warrant for 
making payment as herein authorized.’’ 





S. 3896, Mr. Frelinghuysen.—That any com- 
missioned officer below grade of brigadier gen- 
eral who served in U.S. Army during the war 
with Spain, the Philippine insurrection, or the 
Boxer rebellion, and in the war against Ger- 
many, when entitled to retirement shall be 
placed on the retired list of the Army in the 
manner provided by law with grade and re- 
tired pay of one grade above that held by 
him at time of such retirement. 

Sec. 2. That any commissioned officer below 
grade of brigadier general who served in U.S. 
Army during the war with Spain, the Philip- 
pine insurrection, or the Boxer rebellion, and 
in the war against Germany, who as a re- 
tired officer on active duty received no per- 
manent advance in grade for his service in 
the war against Germany shall be placed on 
the retired list of the Army in the manner 
provided by law with grade and retired pay 
of one grade above that held by him at time 
of such retirement. 

Sec. 3. That the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to any officer who has been ad- 
vanced in grade after date of his retirement 
or who has been reinstated in the Army and 
placed upon the retired list by a special act 
of Congress. 


An amendment intended to be proposed by 
Mr. Shortridge to the bill (H.R. 7864) pro- 
viding for sundry matters affecting the Naval 
Establishment would change the last para- 
graph of Sec. 2, act of June 4, 1920, as 
amended by Sec. 6 of the act of July 12, 1921, 
to read: 

‘*That all officers and former officers of the 
Naval Reserve Force and Marine Corps Re- 
serve and temporary and former temporary 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, not 
having been dishonorably separated from the 
Service, who have heretofore incurred physical 
disability in line of duty, shall, upon appli- 
eation, be eligible for retirement under the 
same conditions as now provided by law for 
officers of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps 
who have incurred physical disability in line 
of duty: Provided, however, That application 
for such retirement shall be filed with the 
Secretary of the Navy within twelve months 
after the passage of this act.’’

DIRIGIBLE’S NIGHT FLIGHT 
ABERDEEN—NEW YORK—RETURN. 


The big Army dirigible C-2 flew by 
night from the Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md., to New York city, July 27, return- 
ing to the post the same night. This flight 
demonstrated the fact that night flights 
are possible even under’ unfavorable 
weather conditions. Practically the en- 
tire night was taken in making the trip to 
and from New York, but it was considered 
quite successful. Banks of heavy fog over 
Manhattan Island prevented the crew 
trem getting more than a glimpse of New 
York, and the city lights were not even 
discernible at a height of 400 feet. Coney 
Island could not be distinguished until 
the ship was directly over it, although the 
reflection of the lights on the cloud banks 
was discernible for a considerable dis- 
tance. 

Cruising across the upper bay, the C-2 
was at an altitude of 600 feet and at the 
Battery it came down to an elevation of 
400 feet and was picked up by search- 
lights. Most of the time was spent over 
the upper bay, as an attempt to pass over 
the high buildings was considered imprac- 
ticable on account of the fog. Broadway 
was located by members of the crew, but 
the electric signs were not visible, per- 
haps owing to the height of the ship. 
About an hour and a half was spent over 
the city and harbor. Bad fog and rain 
were encountered at Trenton, which caused 
the radio to go bad, but on the whole the 
trip was most successful. 

The crew was made up of Capt. W. M. 
Kepner, Lieut. Ernest Moon, Sergt. Au- 
gust Albright and four newspaper men. 

The C-2 will be taken to Langley Field 
preparatory to the transcontinental trip 
to Los Angeles which will be made after 
Sept. 1, and the D-3 will be brought to 
the Aberdeen post for service. 


NAVAL REPRESENTATION 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


The presence of certain naval vessels at 
New Orleans during the convention of the 
American Legion from Oct. 16 to Oct. 20 
has been authorized, thus making it cer- 
tain that the Navy will be ably represent- 
ed during the veterans reunion.

THE SELECTION OF OIL STOCKS. 
By Raymond V. Sykes, 
Forbes Investors’ Service. 


An oil-producing concern is primarily a liqui- 
dating proposition. It is rather doubtful if 
security holders, in many instances, fully under- 
stand the significance of this fact and appreciate 
the fundamental difference, insofar as perma- 
nent investment merits are concerned, between 
an oil stock and a railroad, public utility, or 
industrial issue. 

Participants in an oil-producing enterprise 
wager that the investment of so much capital 
in land, equipment and labor will result in 
enough oil being obtained to replace the original 
outlay and show a satisfactory profit for the 
use of the funds and the risk assumed. Thus, 
theoretically, when a well or a group of wells 
have become extinct sufficient oil should have 
been produced and marketed to have completely 
paid back the whole capital investment plus 
interest. 

Two policies are followed in accomplishing 
this end. A successful company either pays out 
all its earnings above operating expenses in 
dividends and returns the investment as rapidly 
as it is recovered, or, more conservatively, pays 
moderate dividends and builds up a reserve 
against depletion, which can be used to redeem 
the capital issues if the company is dissolved 
when its wells are exhausted, or to acquire 
additional property if the activities of the com- 
pany are to be carried on. 

There are two main points which should be 
examined carefully by the oil stockholder: First, 
the bookkeeping methods, to determine whether 
or not due allowance has been made for de- 
pletion; and, second, the prospects of future 
production. The income account of an oil com- 
pany is of little vaiue in determining its posi- 
tion, as costs of new wells are rarely charged 
to operating expense. 

It is generally argued that each new well 
adds so much to the value of the property 
and increases earning power and should hence 
be charged as a capital expenditure, the same 
as a new foundry adds to the earning power 
of a steel company. But for each new well 
an old well is approaching exhaustion; so that 
in the long run the net producing capacity is 
likely to be little changed. 

One must turn to the balance sheet for a 
more exact appraisal. Has a company which 
consistently writes up its property account over 
a period of years, when new leases have been 
acquired, also added to its reserves out of 
earnings an amount equal to the cost of the new 
wells; or, if production has actually increased, 
has it set aside an amount equal to the deple- 
tion of the old wells? The answer is, if not, 
water is seeping into the finances as it sometimes 
does into the properties. 

Many producers, also, have followed the policy 
of capitalizing the estimated oil resources of a 
field upon the basis of prices at the height of the 
inflation in 1920 and fixing the result as the 
appraised value of the property. Obviously if 
this method is pursued the appraisal should be 
written down when oil prices decline, in addi- 
tion to the reserves set aside for depletion. The 
book value of a good many oil stocks would 
have a vastly altered appearance if this method 
were followed out, especially as new stock has 
been frequently issued against the increased 
appraisal, 

It is not a bad idea for a stockholder occa- 
sionally to figure out the market valuation put 
upon his company by multiplying the number 
of shares outstanding by the current price, and 
comparing the result with the book value, less 
reserves. The stock market very often reflects 
a keen judgment and gives ample indication 
of approval or scepticism. 

Approximation of the resources of any raw 
material is likely to go wide of the mark, and 
in the case of crude oil it is particularly hazard- 
ous. As careful an estimate as permitted places 
the life of the oil-producing industry in this 
country at about twenty years on the present 
basis of production (525,000,000 barrels an- 
nually). his is taken as an average for the 
entire country, the older fields in the East being 
already seriously depleted, while some of the 
newer fields in the West have only a small 
percentage of their total so far tapped. 

Production statistics can be obtained from 
the United States Geological Survey and de- 
ductions can be drawn from these as to what 
is taking place in the respective fields. 

During the industrial depression of 1921 de- 
mand for crude oil and its derivatives declined 
so sharply that Pennsylvania crude reacted from 
$6.10 a barrel to $3.25 a barrel, but crude oil 
production reached its highest daily average up 
to that time, under the lower prices. The query 
naturally arises, as to why oil producers do 
not retard production under unfavorable market 
conditions for their dity, instead of de- 
pleting their resources when operating expenses 
are scarcely being met. That is because there 
are approximately 15,000 oil-producing compa- 
nies in the United States, the majority of whom 
hold widely scattered leases of small size. One 
producer cannot cap down a part of his wells, 
because oil is a mobile substance, and he is 
faced with the prospect of having his supply 
drained away by the wells nearby, owned by 
another concern. The number of independent 
producers makes organization and co-ordination 
impossible. Thus, under existing conditions, 
production must be maintained at a maximum 
regardless of demand or prices, if complete loss 
of the individual investment is to be avoided. 
This situation shows no signs of improvement, 
and is resulting not only in heavy capital losses 
to investors but is dissipating one of the most 
valuable of natural resources, 

The oil-producing industry is a remarkable 
commercial enterprise and has been highly profit- 
able as a whole in the past, but a time has 
come when discrimination should be exercised 
by the wise investor in oil securities. For those 
desiring to speculate in oil stocks there are still 
opportunities available which should yield satis- 
factory profits over a moderate period of time, 
but they are not found among the general list 
of favorites of the last two or three years. 
Intermediary fluctuations are a difficult thing to 
foresee, and the buyer of oil stocks should make 
a commitment only after being thoroughly satis- 
fied as to the fundamental soundness of the 
issuing company and then disregard the market 
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action for the time being. The Texas Company, 
among medium-priced shares, is sound from 
both a technical and bookkeeping standpoint, 
and following it Pacific Oil may be considered. 
Prospects of substantial profits lie also in certain 
of the Standard Oils which have large sur- 
plusses to be distributed. Among these Atlantic 
Refining, Anglo-American, Ohio Oil, Prairie Oil 
and Gas, Solar Refining, Standard of New 
Jersey, Kansas, New York and Ohio, Vacuum 
Oil and Union Tank Car are the more promising. 
These stocks, it is to be emphasized, must be 
bought for the long pull, but the patience 
exercised is very likely to be well rewarded.
